AN EARLY DISSOLUTION OF PAR- 
LIAMENT IMPROBABLE, 


RESULT OF A CABINET COUNCIL IN 
ENGLAND YESTERDAY—IRISH LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT BILL TO BE PRO- 
CEEDED WITH—A DECISION SOON. 


LONDON, May 27.—A Cabinet council was held 
to-day, for the special purpose of determining 
the date for the dissolution of Parliament. It 
was attended by all the Ministers except the 

tight Hon. Edward Stanhope, Secretary of 
State for War, whois recruiting his healtn at 
Aix-les-Bains. 

Prior to the beginning of the council, a num- 
ber of the mombers had an interview with Mr. 
Balfour and impressed him with the necessity 
of settling the question of dissolution without 
delay, as their personal engagements were par- 
alyzed. and the business of the country was 
suffering from the uncertainty in regard to the 
matter. 

The almost unanimous representations which 
were made to the Conservative whips, with a 
view of influeneing the Cabinet, advised that 
the dissolution of Parliament either take place 
attheendof June or be postponed until the 
Epring of 1893. 

The tenor of the communications made by the 
whips to membors after the council indicated a 
decision to proceed with the Irish Local Gov- 
ernment bill and the abandonment of the inten- 
tion to resort to early dissolution. Mr. Balfour 
promises a definite declaration on the eve of 
the Whitsuntide adjournment. It is understood 
that Mr. Balfour demanded of his colleagues 


time to complete his scheme of legislation, even 
though it be necessary to adjourn at the end of 
July and to hold a Winter session. 

This decision will enrage the Opposition, who, 
without delay, will resort to every device to ob- 
struct Government business; but it will be ap- 

yroved by the majority of the Unionists, though 
i willembarrass many who relied upon disso- 
lution in June as inevitable.

COLONIAL TRADE. 


DEBATE ON THE CANADIAN PARLIA- 
MENT’S RESOLUTION AS TO PREFERENCE. 


LONDON, May 27.—In the House of Lords to- 
lay Lord Dunraven moved for a copy of the 
motion agreed to by the Canadian Parliament 
on April 25 regarding preferential trade with 
the United Kingdom. He said he considered 
the motion as a distinct proposal for reciprocity 
with every part of the empire. 

This was the first time, he added, that such 
aproposal had been advanced by a self-govern- 
ing colony in a practical shape. He thought 
thatthe suggestion should be attentively re- 
ceived by Great Britain. Lord Salisbury had 
made a very practical suggestion at the begin- 
ning of the session, when he proposed that the 
colonies should be invited to confer with the 
home Government on the subject. The resolu- 
tion was an expression of Canada’s readiness to 
give Great Britain the preference in her mar 
kets if Great Britain gave her equal prefer- 
ence in hers. 

It was perfectly obvious that the preference 
that Canada suggested would be of enormous 
advantage to Great Britain. It would greatly 
increase the latter's export trade with Canada 
and would expand her manufacturing indus- 
tries. But as Great Britain levied no duties on 
food imports, it would be necessary to place an 
ad valorem duty upon them, purchasing a re- 
duction of the duty imposed on British manu- 
factured goods by Canada by imposing a lower 
duty on Canadian raw food products imported 
into Great Britain than that levied on similar 
imports from other countries. A duty on food 
products would only increase the price of a loaf 
a farthing, and would give immense impetus 
to corn growing in the British Empire. 

The French duty on imported wheat had not 
increased the price of bread in France. He did 
not believe that the adoption of his proposal 
would lead to any sacrifice of other British com- 
mercial interests. Such a measure, he held, was 
necessary to avert the disintegration of the 
empire which free trade was gradually pro- 
ducing. 

Lord Balfour, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Board of Trade, replied that the matter was of 
the greatest importance to the House of Lords 
and to the country. The Government agreed to 
accept Lord Dunraven’s motion, because it was 
obvious tbat Parliament should know officially 
what specific resolution Canada had come to, 
but he hoped it was clearly understood that ho 
did not agree with Lord Dunraven’s arguments 
of the policy foreshadowed in Canada’s resolu- 
tion. 

What he desired to emphasize was that it was 
for Parliament and the country to judge for 
themselves how far the method suggested 
would benefit Great Britain and Canada. He 
himself believed thatan attempt to adopt such 
apolicy would lead the country into great difii- 
culties. It would be impossible for Great Brit- 
ain to free herself of her foreign engagements 
without losing advantages of great value to her. 

if she attempted to give Canada preference on 
certain articles, it must involve her in a policy of 
protection. This would be very disadvanta- 
geous to Great Britain. He did not mean pro- 
tection of herown agricultural interests, but 
protection to the products of Canada. He did 
not agree with Lord Dunraven in his conten- 
tion that the imposition of an import duty 
would not raise the price of the commodity. 
Great Britain’s foreign engagements, he held, 
were of greater value to her than anything that 
could be hoped for by adopting the policy in- 
dica 

Lord Dunraven’s motion was then agreed to 
by the House.

LONDON, May 27.—In the House of Commons 
to-day Mr. Morton, (Liberal,) member for Peter- 
borough, called attention to the alteration of 
the Newfoundland Fisheries bill by two dele- 
gates, leading to the rejection of the bill. 

Baron de Worms, Parliamentary Secretary of 
the Colonial Office, in response, said that as the 


Newfoundland question was now involving 
most delicate and difficult negotiations with 
France, and even affecting the relations of New- 
foundland to the British Empire, any Parlia- 
mentary discussion of the subject would be, for 
the present, most improper and inconvenient, 
and that therefore he must decline to take any 
part in suoh a discussion. The subject was then 
dropped. ‘

ITALY’S UNSTABLE MINISTRY. 


THE MEMBERS DESIRE TO RESIGN, BUT 


THE KING WILL NOT ALLOW IT. 


Rome, May 27.—Signor Giolitti, the new Prime 
Minister, announced to the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day that the members of the Cabinet had 
tendered their resignations to King Humbert, 
but that his Majesty had refused to accept 
them. He therefore asked the Chamber to pass 
the most urgent bills now before it and to grant 
the Government a vote on account for the next 
six months. 

Signor Giolitti’s announcement elicited warm 
speeches from Deputies Cavallotti and Bonghi, 
who both declared that the Government did not 
possess sufficient authority to consult the 
country. 

There was great excitement among the mem- 
bers till the President announced his decision 
that the Deputies could not discuss the Pre- 
mier’s announcement, whereupon the Chamber 
proceeded to take up the orders for the day. 

The announcement is generally taken to 
portend that the dissolution of the House is 
imminent. 

There is no doubt that the resignation of the 
Ministry was precipitated by the vote taken in 
the House yesterday on the question of con- 
fidence in the Ministry. The result was a victory 
for the Ministry, but the margin wus so close 
that had ten of the thirty-eight who abstained 


from voting cast their votes against the Govern- 
ment the Ministry would have sustained a de- 


feat. 

The new Cabinet was only definitively formed 
on May 15, and its practical overthrow has, 
therefore, been a matter of only a few days. 
The preceding Cabinet, at the head of which 
was the Marquis di Rudini, was defeated by a 
majority of S on May 5 in its demand for a vote 
of confidence. 

It is expected that the Opposition will pro- 
pose that the Chamber vote supplies for only 
two months, in order to hasten the holding of 
genera) elections. 

The Government adheres to its intention to 
propose Signor Biancheri as President of the 
Chamber of Deputies. 

The newspapers comment on the gravity of 
the situation and generally counsel calmness 
on the part of both the supporters and the 
opponents of the Government.

GOOD WORK 1S REWARDED

MAJOR AINSWORTH IS PROMOTED 
TO A COLONELCY. 


HE IS MADE CHIEF OF THE DIVISION 
OF RECORDS AND PENSIONS—THE 
REFORMS ACCOMPLISHED BY HIS 
SYSTEM—THE SENATE’S COMPLIMENT. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The President this 
afternoon sent to the Senate the nomination of 
Major F. C. Ainsworth to be Colonel and Chief 
of the Division of Records and Pensions in the 
War Department. The Senate manifested its 
approval of the action of the President by at 
ounce going into executive session, when, with- 
out the usual formality of a reference to com- 
mittee, the appointment was immediately taken 
up for consideration and confirmed. 

This was highly complimentary both to the 
Presidentand to Col, Ainsworth. But the Sen- 
ate Knew and nota member of the body can be 
assuzued to be ignorant of the wonderful reform 
that has been effected in the records and pen- 
sions division since Dr, Ainsworth took hold 
of it a few years ago. Then it was a maze 
of papers and books, handled so slowly 
that the office was 40,000 cases in 
arrears. Now it is a card-indexed system, 
compact, convenient, reliable, and so easily 
‘handled by a well-disciplined force that the 
otlice disposes of each day’s calls within the day 
of its reception. 

By the adoption of the system applied by.Dr. 
Ainsworth, and which led to the copying upon 
cards of some seven million personal records, 
the services of many men will be dispensed with 
by and by. Itis estimated that when the card 
record is complete it will be possible to do with 
600 less clerks than are now employed, but with- 
out at all impairing the efficiency of the service. 

The system’ ise capable of extension to other 
departments of the Government, and itis prob- 
able that an effort will be made to give it an im- 
portant trial. 

REDUCING IRON DUTIES, 

Mr. Stevens (Dem., Mass.,) of the Ways and 
Means Committee to-day introduced a bill to 
pluce iron ore and scrap iron on the free list 
and to reduce the duties on manufactures of 
iron and other metals. Its features are: 

First Section—Iron ore, scrap .iron, and scrap 
steel are placed on the free list after Oct. 1 next. 
Nothing shall be deemed scrap ‘iron or scrap steel 
except waste or refuse iron .or steel fit only to be re- 
manufactured. - 

Second -After said date pig iron and like metals 
shall be subject toa duty of one and one-half var = 4 
of acent per pound, which is $3.36 per ton-—jas 
half the present rate. 

Third—Bar tron and structural iron and &teel 
shall be subject to a duty of half a cent a pound, or 
$11.20 per ton. 

écurth--After the same date steel rails, &c., shail 
be subject to a duty of three-tenths of a cent per 
pound, or $6.72 per ton. 

fisth—Aftter said date no rate of duty imposed by 
the articles embraced in the metal schedule of the 
McKinley bill shall exceed 35 per cent. ad valorem, 

SOME BILLS PASSED. 

The House to-day passed the bill providing 
for the sale of navy yard land in Brooklyn, N. 
Y., for not less than $41,000. 

The Senate passed a joint resolution to cor- 
rect @ clerical errorin the McKinley Tariff act, 
whereby a duty of from 15 to 50 cents a pound 
is imposed on sweetened chocolate. It fixes the 
duty at 2 cents a pound. 

The House passed a bill to reclassify and pre- 
scribe the salaries of railway postal clerks. The 
rates fixed are: First-class, not exceeding 
$800; second-class, not exceeding $1,000; third- 
class, not exceeding $1,200; fourth-class, not 
exceeding 1,300; fifth-class, not exceedin 
$1,500; sixth-class, not rte $1,600, an 
seventh-class, not exceeding $1,800. 

The House Post Office Committee has author- 
ized a favorable report on a bill fixing the 
salary of letter carriers at $1,200 per annum 
during and after the fourth year of service. 


THE CHARGES AGAINST JACOBUS. 

The charges against Marshal Jacobus of New- 
York of assaulting Mr. Burton ata recent po- 
litical meeting are being investigated by At- 
torney General Miller's office. It is thought 
unlikely that any further action will be taken 
by the Attorney General in this case, inasmuch 
as the charges are regarded as arising alto- 
gether from a private misunderstanding and as 
in no wise affecting the administration of the 
affairs of the Marshal's office. 

FOR MR. RUSK’S DEPARTMENT. 

The Agricultural Appropriation bill was com- 
pleted to-day by the House Committee on Agri- 
culture and will be reported to the House early 
pext week. It appropriates $507,500 more 
than the bill of last year. 

POSTAL SERVICE NEEDS. 

The House began thé discussién of the Post 
Office Appropriation bill to-day. It recom- 
mends an appropriation of $78,216,067, which 
is a reduction of $2,303,946 from the éstimates 
and an increase of $294,845 over the appropri- 
ations for the current fiseal year. The esti- 
mated revenues for the fiscal year 1893 from 
the postal service are $80,336,350, or $2,120,- 
282 more than the sum recommended. To meet 
whatever deticiency may occur in the several 
appropriations made by the bill, a sum equal to 
that deficiency of the reveniies of the Post 
Office Department is to be appropriated from 
the Treasury. 

SILVER BILL OFF UNTIL TUESDAY. 

The Silver bill was laid before the Senate at 
the close of the morning business to-day. Mr. 
Sherman expressed his intention to speak, but 
said that he would not be prepared to do so un- 
til Tuesday. After some colioquy, the bill was 
by unanimous consent postponed till Tuesday. 
when it will come up at 2 o’clock as unfinished 
business. 

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL PASSED, 

The House to-day passed the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation bill Most of the amendments 
made in Committee of the Whole were adopted. 
The amendment to strike out the appropriation 
of $620,000 fora new wint building at Phila- 
delphia was rejected.

Grant to Roscoe Conkling. Those who were in 
the olfice at the time recall having seen the let- 
ter, and, as nearly as all could judge from the 
signatures of Grant under his picture, conclud- 
ed that the letter was genuine.

He added 
that if the letter was ever published—and he 
supposed it would be—the public would excuse 
the questionable methods employed which pre- 
served so important a bit of history. 

“ The letter was copied and handed back to 
Mr. Page, and the copy put away and almost 
forgotten until my retarn from New-York, 
when, on looking for some other papers, I came 
across it. 

As Mr. Page was now dead, I thought there 
could be no objection to the letter’s being made 

ublic, and, without a thought as to ite polit- 
cal bearing, I concluded that it should be pub- 
lished toround out the life of Gen. Grant.

Mrs. George Shepard Page lives at Chatham 
Station, some miles from Summit, N. J. She 
said last night she had a faint recollection of 
her husband’s having stated to her at some time 
that he possessed a letter of Gen. Grant to Ros- 
coe Conkling. She had never seen the letter, and 
did not know where it was. She had looked 
through her husband’s papers for it, but she 
could not find it. 

Mr. Page, she said, had a number of letters of 
prominent persons. He collected them and kept 
up quite a*correspondence with celebrities. 
Stanley, the explorer, had written him on many 
occasions, and also other noted persons. 

Mr. Page was never active in politics, and 
Mrs. Page did not know whether he had any 
acquaintance with Roscoe Conkling or not. He 
was a friend of James G. Blaine and of Senator 
Frye. All three came from Maine together and 
used to go on many fishing exoursions. She 
remembered faintly that Mr. MacMillan had 
copied the Grant letter, but she did not know 
even the subject matter of that epistle. 





CLARKSON AT THE WHITE HOUSE.

HE GIVES SOFT AND ENCOURAGING 
WORDS TO THE PRESIDENT. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The only evidence 
produced thus far to indicate that the President 
has been disturbed by the noise of the Blaine 
men was his oWn atatement to a reporter whom 
he yesterday allowed to question. him for publi- 


cation. Even the President's friends complain 
of this interview and say that there was no 
pressing reason for it. 

Gen. Hawley, who appears to be supersensi- 
tive about political paragraphs in the newspa- 
pers, flies into a local paper to-day in a card in 
which he explicitly denies the story that Sena- 
tor Allison’s dinner party discussed Blaine or 
anybody else as a Presidential candidate.

He would not think of asking him for a 
letter. Thatwould be good for an indefinite 
time, and Mr. Harrison would say that it cer- 
tainly could not be taken as a guarantee for a 
won ye 

Gen. Clarkson departed for New-York to-day. 
Before leaving here he went to the White 
House, and spent an hour with the President. 
There was nothing in his demeanor when he en- 
tered that indicated nervousness, and those 
who saw him leave the mansion say he ap- 
peared to be thoroughly at ease. The average 
nan would find it exceedingly embarrassing to 
spend an hour with one whom he was trying to 
deprive of a great honor like the Presidential 
nomination. That Clarkson exhibited no signs 
ofastruggle with his conscience is a pretty 
good indication of what practical politics will 
bring a man to. - 

The ex-beadsman said later that he discussed 
the political situation thoroughly with the 
President, and assured him that he need have 
no fear tha* a “political cabal’’ would seek to 
compass his defeat at Minneapolis. If his nomi- 
nation was thought necessary to insure a 
Republican victory, it would undoubtedly be 
bestowed.

SILVER MEN IN CONVENTION. 


MORTON FREWEN OF ENGLAND GIVES 
‘ HEM SYMPATHIZING WoRDs. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The Silver Convention 
to-day spent its time in listening to a number of 
addresses. Among the speakers were Mr. Shion 
of Kansas, R. K. Thomas of Pennsylvania, Capt. 
Nichols of Boulder, Col. ; Mr. Newlands of Neva- 


da, and ex-Representative George Symés of 
Colorado. E. Stark of Ohio read a long 
paper on the general subject of silver. 

Morton Frewen, the free-coinage writer of 
England; said that recently the silver question 
had become a burning one in England. If 
America had saddled England-with this ques- 
tion, it ought to help in its solution, Mr. 
Frewen declared that, personally, he would 
prefer to see free coinage of silver brought 
about by an international agreement. Yet he 
believed America could restore silver to its old 
place without the least danger of sending gold 
toapremium. In that event he did not believe 
much silver would come from Europe to be ex- 
changed for gold. 

The two more important resolutions of the 
platform adopted are as follows: 

Resolved, That the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver on equal terms with that of gola and on the 
ratio now established by Jaw is the paramount issue 
Defore the American people to-day and shall not be 
saggreseeh.

mand that the United States right the wrong it has 
perpetuated upon the producing and industrial 
Classes without regard to the action of other nations.

FRUITLESS EFFORTS TO REACH 
AN AGREEMENT. 


THE LINES BEING DRAWN MORE 
CLOSELY—THE PROSECUTING COM- 
MITTEE DECLINES TO ACOEPT A 
PROPOSAL TO SEND THE CASE 
BACK TO THE PRESBYTERY. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, May 27.—The Briggs case 
is still on, and the Presbyterian General As- 
sembly proposes to gain time by night sessions. 

The lines in the appeal case are being drawn 
more closely, and men who have no sympathy 
with the views of Dr. Briggs are joining in op- 
position to the resolute effort of some to force 
the case through the Assembly. When such 
men as Elder Junken and Dr. McPherson join 
together in an avowed attempt to conserve the 
constitutional rights of the individual, the 
union is significant. 

There is an effort on foot to proceed with the 
case to an end. This was evidenced by the remark 
of a prominent Commissioner. ‘‘We want to 
decide this case and set this man adrift in the 
wilderness.’”’” With otliers there is a conviction 
that the Assembly is going too fast and making 
precedents with too much speed and without 
sufficient deliberation. 

A column of red roses was placed to-day upon 
the desk occupied by Dr. Briggs. The column 
was surmounted by a white dove with outspread 
wings. 

The hearing on the appeal of the Briggs caso 
was delayed to receive a report of the Standing 
Committee on Church Extension, because of the 
necessary departure of Dr. White, its Secretary. 

The total income of the committee amounted 
to $100,000 and the expenditures to $102,000. 
Aid was granted to 292 churches and 44 manses. 

The report was accepted without debate. The 
Assembly was then constructed as a court by 
the Moderator. 

A résolution was introduced by Judge Stru- 
vell of Montana looking to the return of the 
Briggs case to the Presbytery of New-York. 
Amendments were offered slightly modifying 
this proposition, but with the same object in 
view. The parties were allowed to withdraw in 
order to prepare a form of action which should 
be mutually acceptable, and while they were 
consulting, the reading of a report on the revis- 
ion of the Confession of Faith was begun. 

Just before closing the reading of the revision 
report the parties to the appeal returned from 
their consultation. The revision then went 
over again as unfinished business. Judge Stru- 
vell stated that there had been no agreement 


reached, and Elder MoCook was designated by 
Dr. Birch os the one selected to make known 
the will of the committee. 

“ On Nov. 4,” Mr. MoCook said, “it was urged 
by me that we should then proceed to the 
trial. The Presbytery did not see fit to accept 
the proposition, but made a decision from which 
we have appealed. We are prepared to argue 
the appeal, and we can do itin fifteen minutes, 
fifteen hours, or fifteen days, 

“The Assembly has relieved us of all ques- 
tiovs concerning the past. If you say ‘ Drop 
the case,’ we shall gladly do it, but we stand 
here now prepared togoon. The responsibility 
must be with the Assémbly. We can’t aocept 
the proposal to return and begin the case in 
New-York, de novo. This might be interpreted 
to mean new charges and specifications, where- 
as we desire =~ the privilege of amending 
former papers, if thought necessary. 

* Anot suggestion is that the Presbytery 
be directed to try the case fairly. This sugges- 
tion we most vigorously deprecate.”’ 

The Moderator then ruled that, as the Commit- 
tee on Prosecution refused to agree to the prop- 
osition suggested and to allow the case to go 
back at once to New-York, the Assembly pro- 
ceed to hear the appeal. The question was 
whether the appeal should be sustained in part, 
or in full, or pro torma, after which it was in 
the discretion of the Assembly to reverse or 
modify the judement ofthe inferior judicatory if 
errors were found, or to remand the case fora 
new trial. 

It was evidently desired by a very large part 
of the house that the case be remanded, but 
this was thwarted by the refusal of the proseou- 
tors to consent. ‘he proposition to sustain the 
appeal pro forma elicited a vigorous negative 
headshaking by Dr. Birch. Mr. McCook said 
that the question was a dismissal or a full sus- 
poe hy the appeal; pro formaaction was not 
desire 

A mandatory order for the reception of dele- 
gates from other denominations temporarily 
postponed the case of appeal. Dr. Chambers of 
the Reformed Church and Dr. Gay of tbe 
Waldensian Church occupied the time until 
recess. 

A peculiar incidentoccurred in the afternoon. 
Dr. Birch was reading his paper supporting the 
appeal and quoting certain words uttered by 
members of the Presbytery of New-York at the 
Briggs trial when a commissioner raised the 
point of order: ‘“‘That it is improper to read 
these extracts, lest some commissioners here 
present may be thereby influenced.” 

At the same session Elder Junken of Phila- 
delphia offered a resolution to bring inatters be- 
fore the court to a close. He proposed to re- 
verse the decision of the Presbytery, send back 
the papers, and direct the . Presbytery 
of New-York to try the case upon its 
merits without prejudice to either party. He 
declared that the assembly could not try the 
case at this session upon its merits. The action 
of the mgs ee’ had been unjust to the de 
fendant; he should have had an opportunity to 
stand before his people and assert and prove 
his innocence of the charges. 

Dr. MoPherson of Chicago seconded the reso- 
lution. He said he understood Dr. Briggs would 
confess judgment upon two of the grounds 
of the appeal. These would be sufficient to 
aliow the’ assembly to send back the case. 
If the assembly received the appeal when no 
plea was entered in the lower court or no sworn 
testimony heard, it would invalidate the rights 
of every membor of the Church, and these were 
. higher than those of any individual 

After a brief argument Dr. Briggs stated that 
he would personally be willing to confess judg- 
ment upon two points in the appeal. and would 
do so after consultation with members of the 
Presbytery. 

Col. McCook sfated the appeal must be sus- 
tained, the decision of the Presbytery reversed, 
and the Presbytery directed to try the case 
on its merits. On these grounds 6 Prose- 
cution Committee would be glad to accept 
the proposal. Upon the return of the conferees 
Dr. Briggs stated he agreed to Junkens’s resolu- 
tion, but objection was entered by the Prose- 
cuting Committee, and the Moderator ruled 
that the case must proceed. 

Then Dr. Birch went over the ee of the 
appeal and specification thereunder. When the 
reading was concluded, Dr. Briggs was heard 
for an hour in rebuttal, and a recess was taken 
until evening.

BUT WINES AND BEER MAY BE SOLD 
IN RESTAURANTS. 


CHICAGO, May 27.—A brief summary of the 
events of the week in World’s Fair circles fol- 
ows: 

Last Saturday a special insurance committee 
inspected the Fire Department facilities at 
Jackson Park and found that the provisions for 
fighting fire were all that could be desired. 
Chief of Construction Burnham has surprised 
his department chiefs by issuing an order that 
they shall assemble at Jackson Park every 
morning at 7:30 o’clook ready to transact the 
business of the day. This is an hour earlier 
than the opening of offices in other depart- 
ments. 

A circular was sent out announcing that a 
meeting would be held on June 9 at 2 o’olock in 
the afternoon at the Grand Pacific Hotel for the 
porpose of considering the subject of college 
fraternities participation in the fair. Every 
Greek-letter society is requested to designate a 
representative to attend this meeting, in order 
that the exposition authorities may be im- 
pressed with the necessity of awarding desir- 
able space for the interesting exhibits which 
the fraternities may present. 

On Monday the City Council passed an ordi- 
nance providing for the elevation of the Lllinois 


Central tracks along the west side of Jackson 
Park. The elevation these tracks is neces- 
sary in order to aiford adequate transportation 
facilities by rail between the oity and the park. 
The success of the movement now seems to be 
assured. : 

The Committee on Grounds und Buildings 
awarded to the Westinghouse Eleotrio and Man- 
ufacturing Company of Pittsburg the contract 
for furnishing the incandescent electrio-lighting 
plant on the World’s Fair grounds at Jackson 
Park. The company is to install 92,622 lamps, 
alternating current, for $399,000, under a bond 
of $1,000,000, and itis allowed until June 10 
to file the bond. The trust people were present 
at the meeting, but were unable to persuade the 
committees that Mr. Westinghouse could be pre- 
vented from carrying out his contract because 
of an injunction suit which the trust has pend- 


ing. 

Bias for the exclusive privilege of selling 
popoorn at the fair were opened by the Commit- 
toe on Ways and Means. ‘l'wepty-tive individu- 
als and companies were after the privilege, and 
each bid was accompanied by a certified check 
for $10,000. No award has yet been made. 

Acceptances of the invitations to be present 
at the dedioatory ceremonies next October were 
received from nearly all the foreign Ministers 
stationed at Washington. There were also a 
large number from Congressmen and distin- 
guished citizens. 

Samuel Gompers, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, issued a circular letter ade 
dressed to the trades unions in the United States 
urging them to use whatever intiuence they had 
to secure the opening of the fair on Surdays. 

The Committee on Grounds and Buildings 
passed favorably on the proposition of an ex- 
English army otticer to present at the World’s 
Fair a trained company of 200 picked men, who 
will show how Englishmen fight. The exhibi- 
tions will include all forms of British military 
tactics. 

A telephone exchange having, it is now 
secant. about 600 instruments, will be estab- 
lished on the exposition grounds. About twen- 
ty-tive will be toli instruments, which will be 
distributed conveniently about the grounds to 
be used by any one upon payment of a small 
fee, About 300 will be for exclusive use by the 
exposition officers and employes, and the re- 
mainder will be tor commercial purposes. The 
long-distance copper line to New-York will be 
completed by the time the fair opens, and con- 
nections will be made direotly with this line at 
Jackson Park, independent of the Chicago ex- 
change. Thus itis expected that through long- 
distance telephones exhibitors will be enabled 
to talk to New-York, Boston, or Philadelphia 
without difficulty. 

One of the notable buildings of the World’s 
Fair will be constructed by the shoe and leather 
industries. It will be devoted exclusively to 
leather goods. Toithas been assigned one of 
the most beautiful sites in Jackson Park. Plans 
for it have just been completed by the construc- 
tion department, and the building will be 170 
feet wide by 625 feet long. This brings it nearly 
up to the size of the Electricity and Mines and 
Mining Buildings. It will cost about $100,000, 
$50,000 of which is to be subscribed by Eastern 
leather men and the other $50,000 by Western 
representatives of the trade. 

There will be no barrooms for the sale of liq- 
uors on the World's Fair grounds at Jackson 
Park There seems to have been a misappre- 
hension on the part of a good many people in 
regard to this matter. The only sale of liquor is 
to be in restaurants, where light wines and beer 
may be ordered at table. 

Some of the, Directors have fizured out that it 
would be better, from a financial point of view. 
to forfeit the Congressional appropriation of 
$5,000,000 if it entailed closing the gates on 
Sunday. They say that an average of 400,000 
people would visit the fair on each Sunday in 
the six months it would be open. In this time 
there would be twenty-six Sundays, which at 
$200,000 eas” would mean $5,200,000. In ad- 
dition. there would be-the protits from the res- 
taurants and other concessions. 

ALBANY, May 27.—The World’s Fair Commis- 
sioners to-day formally approved the plans 
for the New-York State Administration Build- 
ing at the World's Fair, a description of which 
has been published, and then adjourned, to meet 
at the Auditorium Hotel; Chicago, next Tues- 
day. At that time the contracts will be awarded 
if satisfactory bids are submitted.

FLAMES RAGING CLOSE TO THE GUN- 
COTTON FACTORY. 


NEwWPonrT, R. I., May 27.—At 11:20 o’clock to- 
night two sharp explosions were heard all over 
Newport. Almost instantly the torpedo station 
was seen to be on fire and the tug and factory 
whistles were heard sounding alarms. In less 
than ten minutes the piers were crowded by a 
thousand people, all fearing that the guncotton 
factory was in danger and that there would be 
an explosion that would threaten the whole 
city. 

Fhe laboratory used by Prof. Munroe was 
found to be in flames. The seamen, gunners, and 
otlicers worked with fearless courage. Prof. 
Munroe said that the explosions were unac- 
countable, but anumber of tanks of gasoline 
and alcohol were stored in the laboratory. 

The building is called the Steel Laboratory 
and is used for testing and purifying steel and 
for other experiments. It is within fifty yards of 
the gunecotton factory, and desperate eftorts 
were made to contine the flames. At midnight 
the fire was under control. 

The command in fighting the ‘fire devolved on 
Lieut. Commander Lyons, executive officer, and 
to his calmness and courage is due the fact that 
the men got the tire so quickly under control.

OVER ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY- 
FIVE BUILDINGS DESTROYED —A 
DANCING PARTY BURIED UNDER THE 
WRECK OF A HOTEL—FIRE FOLLOWS 


THE STORM. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 27.—A special dis- 
patch from Wellington, Kan., says thatacyclone 
has demolished that town and that perhaps 
100 persons have been killed or injured. 

The oyclone struck the town early this 
evening and tore a wide path di- 
reotly through the centre the 
densely populated district. Fire 
broke out in afew minutes after the cyclone 
had passed, and added its horrors to the night. 
The fire is still raging fiercely. 

Not until morning oan the number of dead 
and dying be estimated with any thing approach- 
ing acouracy. As fastas the injured are found 


they are conveyed to Grand Army Hall, which 
serves as a hospital, and their number is now 
increased to sixty-three. 

Allof the finest buildings are in ruins and — 
Overy hewspaper office in town is demolished. 
The number of buildings blown down is now 
placed at 125. 

Three persons are buried in the ruins of Con- 
rad’s restaurant, and men are at work there. 

The storm went in a northeasterly direction, 
and it is feared that it wrought additional dam- 
age in its course. Every telegraph wire but one 
leading out of town is down. 

Wellington is a thriving place and was 
substantialiy built up. By the last cen- 
sus reports the population is given as 
12,000. The town is about thirty miles 
in a direct line south of Wichita, and is at the 
junction of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
‘Fé and Southern Kansas Railroads. 

WELLINGTON, Kan., May 27.—It is impossible 
to tell how many lives were lost in the terrible 
cyclone which struck this place to-night. 

The principal damage was done on the main 
street, which is called Washington Avenue. 
The storm raged flercely from about 
6 o’clock until midnight, but there were two 
distinct periods when the gale turned into a 
cyclone. 

The first shock camo just before 7 o’closk, and 
the last one at 10:80 o’clock. It was in the sec 
ond that the greatest damage was done. 

The Phillips House in Washington Avenue 
was wrecked at this hour. A ball was in prog- 
ress at the hotel, and in a moment the dancers 
were hurled beneath the ruins of the tumbling 
structure. 

A block of twenty stores in the same street 
was overthrown by the force of the gale and 
400 residences in different parts of the town 
were totally or partially destroyed. 

The gas works were overturned and an ex- 
plosion was followed by the igniting of the 
structure. This fire spread in all directions. 

The electric light plant was wrecked at 
the same time, so that the town was 
left in darkness except for the tire, and 
the work of rescue of those who were buried 
beneath the ruins of the buildings had to be car- 
ried on by the meagre light of lanterns. 

The Monitor office was one of the build- 
ings which succumbed to the fores 
of the cyclone. Michael Fanning, who 
was employed there is known to have becn 
killed. Mrs. Susan Sasher and Cole Robinson 
were among those killed at the Phillips House. 

Thirty people have now been takon from tls 
ruins dead, and there is a certainty that this 
does not begin to complete the list. The num- 
ber of injured is very large. 

Owing to the darkness, the pouring rain, and 
the wind, the work of rescue is progressing very 
slowly, and the mutilation and disfigurement of 
the dead makes identification very difficult. 

Everybody was indoors and the cloud had 
passed with its destruction before any one real- 
ized what had happened. 

Seven bodies, all unidentifted, had been taken 
from the Phillips House at 11 o’clock, and men 
are working in the storm to extricate others. 
For half a mile Washington Avenue is in ruins. 

James Lawrence, candidate for Attorney 
General, is seriously hurt. Walter Forsythe 
was taken from the ruins half dead, and his 
brother, Edward, appealed to the crowd to 
shoot him an hour before he could be removed. 

At the residence of Squire Smith seven per- 
sons are terribly injured. Two unknown mem- 
bers of the Salvation Army are dead. 
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DEADLY SUBMARINE MINE. 


A NEW INSTRUMENT OF DESTRUCTION 
ADOPTED BY THE GOVERNMENT. 


NEWPORT, R. I., May 27.—For some time ex- 
periments have been conducted in these waters 
with a new and very oifective submarine mine, 
which has now been adopted by the Govern- 
ment. It consists of a cast-iron box, 34, feet 


long by 18 inches square, filled with nitro- 
glycerine and weighing 380 pounds. 

Riveted to the topis a malleable iron plate, 
which has a flange attached, with a screw thread 
on its inside. Screwing into this tlange is a 
composition head, having two ebonite binding 
posts, and attached to which are two contact 
springs. A spherical rubber packing, having 
two quarter-inch holes through it for the recep- 
tion of wires, tits into the head of this cap, mak- 
ing it perfectly water tight. 

Fitted to four lugs, which are placed diamet- 
rically opposite one another on the cap, are four 
contact arms, having an ebonite diaphragm 
secured to the lowerend. On the bottom of the 
iwnine proper is riveted a small box, containing a 
reel of wire cable, held by means of a pawl 
which takea into teeth on a cogwheel. 

This pawl is in circuit with two electro- 
magnets, which are controlled from shore 
or a station, On one ond of the cable is 
an anchor, by which the mine is held in 
place. This cable is long enough to permit 
the mine to come within ten feet of the 
surface. Inside the mine is a charge pan, con- 
pears six pounds of dry guncotton and a 
small dry cell, the wires of which lead to the 
binding posts in the cap, and thence down toa 
detopator in the centre of the priming charge of 
guncotton. 

In planting the mine, connection is made from 
the electro magnets to a shore battery, and the 
cable is wound up. When it is to be used, a 
button at the station is pressed, which releases 
the pawl, allowing the mine to ascend. A ship 
passing over it forces the contact’: arms down 
against the contact springs, forming a circuit, 
the electric current passing to the deionator 
explodes, which ignites the priming charge, and 
the force of the explosion explodes the nitro- 
glycerine. 

These mines can be so arranged in series thut 
by pressing one button any number can be 
made to ascend into position, but can only bo 
exploded by aship striking the comtact arms 
They can also be cou pled together avross & cian- 
nel in such @ way that as a slip passes she will 
surely strike the cable, and the mines will ilu- 
mediately group together along either side of 
— and a failure of explosion is tmpos- 
sible. 

One mine is auffleient to destroy the largest 
iron-clad, and when grouped together in this 
manner her fate is inevitable. With @ small 
tender, these torpeddes can be sent out 
trom shore for a distance of five miles and 
anchored right in the path of the enemy's ship. 
fhe officers on board would be unable to 
see the operations, and, therefore, would not 
dream of danger until they heard a dull report 
and felt the ship shake under their feet. All 
would be over in a few seconds. 

Another trial with the Howell torpedo was 
made to-day. The ahot was a successiul one, 
but before the boast could reach the torpede it 
sank. This is second one lost this season. 
Ite sinking is not considered a fauit in tho 
torpedo, for in. actual use it would be destroyed 
at the same time as the enemy, but for an ex- 
perimental shot it is expensive.

The Democratic Convention of Nevada, 
like the Republican Convention of the 
same State, was-outspoken for the free.and 
unlimited coinage of silver, and it took 
pains to specify that the present ratio of 
16 to1 of gold must be maintained. The 
Nevada-delegates to the Chicago Comven- 
tion are instructed to use all honorable 
means to.secure the adoption of:a plank in 
the national platform.embodying their de- 
‘mand, and under no circumstances to vote 
for any candidate for President or Vice 
President:unless he shall stand upon a free- 
coinage platform. Evidently a difficult 
task has.been imposed upon these dele-. 
gates,.six in number, but they will be at 
liberty to‘ bolt, for the convention also de- 
clared that if the National Oonvention 
should fail to nominate candidates “ un- 
equivocally in favor of free coinage of 
silver, and upon a free-coinage plat- 
form,” then and in that case, its own 
nominees would be’ “absolved from all 
obligations to support the nominees 
of the National Democratic Party?’ This 
is pretty serious, as the Republicans of 
Nevada are equally silver-mad, and as it 
has heretofore been a Republican Btate, 
what there is of it. Although it has two 
Senators, one of whom is the father of a 
pending free-coinage bill, its-entire popula- 
tion is less than.one-fourth that of one of 
the thirty-four Congressional districts of 
New-York, and from 1880 to 1890 de- 
creased by more than one-fourth. But 
Nevada’s one profitable industry is silver 
mining, and it demands protection for that 
in the shape of a purchase.of ite product at 
one-third more then its normal market 


value. 
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The appointment and prompt confirma- 
tion of Major F, 0, Aussworts as Chief 
of the Division of Records and Pensions 
in the War Department, with the rank of 
Colonel, is a deserved recognition of most 
valuable services to the Government. Col. 
AINSwWorRtTH’s reform in the manner of 
keeping the records of the division has not 
only brought order out of chaos, but it has 
established a system of marvelous sim- 
plicity, under which a summary of 
the record of any one of the hun- 
dreds. of thousands of persons who 
served in the army and navy can 
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report can be made upon it on the very day 
of the application. It not only vastly facil- 
itates the service which the Division of 
Records was organized to afford, but it 
effects a great saving in the expense of per- 
forming it. Moreover, the system is capa- 
bie of extension to other records, and it is 
not easy to measure the ultimate value to 
the Government of the work that Col. 
AINSWORTH has carried out. 
LEC OTOIL LATE ID I: 

It would be a pity if the National Rifle 
Association, to which the National Guard 
of the whole country owes so much, should 
be unnecessarily crippled in its resources 
by any action of the State authorities 
which did not have clearly compensating 
advantages. Hitherto, those members of 
the National Guard who, for any reason, 
have not qualified as marksmen at Creed- 
moor during the asgigned practice days of 
their regiments and companies, have been 
allowed to do so in subsequent matches 
held by the National Rifle Association on the 
same range. Rut Gen. WHITLOCK, the new 
General Inspector of Rifle Practice, appar- 
ently thinks that if the State should fur- 
nish free such supplementary privileges 
under its own supervision, thereby avoid- 
ing the entrance fees charged by the asso- 
ciation, more men would accept them, and 
so a higher number of qualifications would 
be secured for the State. The purpose 
aimed at is no doubt good; yet practically 
it'is doubtful whether these fees are a 
serious drawback, since not many men who 
give up a day to shootingand go totheother 
attendant expenses will be prevented from 
attending by soslight areason. The State, 
however, already does its duty in giving free 
the regular opportunities for qualifying, 
whereas these supplementary matches are 
@ leading source of income for the National 
Rifle Association, which has made Creed- 
moor what itis and has been of supreme 
value to the citizen soldiers of New-York. 
Its work and its influence ought to be con- 
tinued and to become far greater than they 
are to-day. Asto the suggestion that the 
marksman’s badge ought not to be won in 
private matches, that is hardly worth con- 
sidering when the matches are under an in- 
stitution like the National Rifle Associa- 
tion. 








The armor trial recently held at Indian 
Head, while not a competitive test like 
some of the famous contests on the Naval 
Proving Grounds, yet possesses a very 
high degree of interest and importance. 
The fourteen-inch plate fired at repre- 
sented a portion of the diagonal casemate 
armor made at the Bethlehem Iron Works 
for the battle ships Indiana and Massachu- 
setis, and was the largest and heaviest 
plate of nickel steel ever subjected to a 
ballistic test. The gun used was the ten- 
inch breech-loading rifle, carrying a pro- 
jectile weighing 500 pounds, propelled by 
140 pounds of powder. Three rounds 
were fired, ata range of about 135 feet, 
and not one of the shells succeeded in 
pentrating to the backing. The quality 
of the plate was further shown by the 
total absence of cracking. It not only al- 
lowed no projectile to get through, but pre- 
sented no fractures. While the velocity 
of the projectiles was low, yet the range 
was close compared with the average bat- 
tle range, and at all events the velocity 
was what the testing contract required. 
Since the plate fired at was selected from 
a@ score made for actual use in the new 
battle-ships, the outlook for the efficiency 
of their armor is gratifying, and nickel 
steel has had a fresh triumph.

SILVER IN THE SENATE, 

So near as can be seen now the revival in 
the Senate of the free-coinage nuisance is 
a case of pretty nearly pure “‘ cussedness.” 
There is no more chance now of a Free- 
Coinage bill becoming a law than there 
was when Mr. BLAND set his lance in rest 
for his tilt in the House, and the freesilver- 
coinage champions are not likely to win 
even the barren honors to which Mr. 
BLAND was entitled. Though Mr. BLanp 
failed, he was not unhorsed. He made a 
gallant fight, and technically the result was 
a ‘‘ draw.” 

Nobody doubts his entire sincerity. He 
belonged to the majority party, and he 
had the passive though not the active co- 
operation of the majority of the members 
of that party. He was not unjustified in 
making an attempt to commit his party to 
a policy that he believes to be at once essen- 
tial to the safety of the country and ap- 
proved by a majority of the people. Un- 
doubtedly he is mistaken in the first 
proposition, and there is very strong evi- 
dence for the conclusion that he was mis- 
taken in the second. But he had a right to 
act on his views, and he had a detinite 
object in doing so. 

It is very different in the Senate. The 
movement there is not a Democratic one. 
It is not, of course, purely a Republican 
one, but it derives its essential étrength 
from the Republicans, who are not only 
essential to any progress whatever, but are 
the leaders in the scheme. Since the fail- 
ure of the Bland attack in the House there 
is no hope of success for the plan of the 
Senators either in Congress or before the 
country, The people have made up their 
minds not to bother with silver at this elec- 
tion. It has no place whatever in the 
Republican scheme for the campaign 
and can have none, and it will have 
only a very subordinate place, if any, 
in the Democratic scheme. Mr. Har- 
RISON, who is the logical and almost 
certain candidate of his party, is absolutely 
opposed to free coinage, and so are the 
great mass of the Republicans all over the 
country. Even in the opposition to Mr. 
HaRRIsON, which we believe will be futile, 
and which we are sure is contemptible, the 
silver sentiment plays no part. The men 
who are plotting against HARRISON will, of 
course, use the silver men; but they are 
bound only by a common hatred, and even 
that has not the same source in both cases, 
If Mr. HARRISON is defeated, it will not be 
by any one with a leaning to silver, and the 
party dare not adopt a silver platform. It 
will not even dare to go so far in that di- 
rection as it went four years ago. It will 
be for a “dollar equal to every other dol- 
lar,” and cannot help being so. 

The half-score Republican Senators who 
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know all this perfectly well. They know, 
too, that in demonstrating to the country 
that there is even so much strength in the 
silver faction of the Republican Party they 
are weakening their party without helping 
their cause, if they can be said to have any 
cause. They may, perhaps, be playing for 
the home gallery, They may feel that their 
personal fortunes in the curious communi- 
ties which they represent will be advanced 
by this kind of manewuvring, and if they 
do they are acting neither more nor less self- 
ishly than a good many of those opposed 
tothem. But, apart from this motive, the 
only one that can reasonably be attributed 
to them is that to which we have referred— 
a desire to make mischief and to inflict 
annoyance and pain on the leaders of their 
party. Thatisnot’an honorable purpose, 
bat it is very natural, and we do not 
quite feel justified in saying that those 
leaders do not deserve all the trouble they 
are getting. They have brought it upon 
themselves. They have even courted it. 
Their course in regard to silver has been a 
very cowardly and also a very selfish one. 
There has not been a time in the last four- 
teen years when the whole wretched busi- 
ness of free coinage and cheap money could 
not have been settled in-a day had men 
like Mr. SHERMAN had the courage and 
honesty to settle it rightly. The Repub- 
lican leaders, and *Mr. SHERMAN chief 
among them, have been trading and dicker- 
ing with the silver vote all that time. Had 
they shown one-half the pluck and con- 
science shown by Mr. CLEVELAND, in the 
face of infinitely greater difficulties and 
embarrassments, the free-coinage move- 
ment would never have amounted to any- 
thing. The only power to disturb the Re- 
publican councils that it posse®es has 
been given to it by the pusillanimity of the 
Republican “ statesmen.” 








“ FUTURES” AND PRICES. 

As soon as the Sundry Civil Appropria- 
tion bill was disposed of in the House yes- 
terday Mr. Hatcu of Missouri made an ef- 
fort to bring up the Anti-Option bill, and 
was only defeated by a tie vote. He then 
declared that he should renew his effort 
when the Post Office Appropriation bill 
had been disposed of. It is evident that 
the fanatical supporters of this pernicious 
measure are determined to push it at every 
opportunity, and its opponents will need to 
be on the alert. 

Doubtless those who desire to prohibit 
the sale of cotton, grain, and other prod- 
ucts for future delivery, and thereby to 
throw into confusion and embarrassment 
the whole business of handling those prod- 
ucts, are sincere in the belief that the Ex- 
change operations depress prices, but this 
has been clearly shown to be a delusion. 
Their stock argument has been of the post 
hoe ergo propter hoc kind. They have 
shown that prices of some of the articles 
dealt in for future delivery have ranged 
lower of late than twenty years ago, but 
this is equally true of other products hold- 
ing a similar position in our trade, but 
never sold for future delivery. 

For instance, the price of fine Ohio 
washed clothing wool, which was 571, 
centsin 1878 and 55% in 1874, was 4012 
in 1883, 37 in 1884, and in 1891 was 31%, 
and so far this year 28. There has been a 
similar downward range in hides and 
leather. The average price for Buenos 
Ayres dry hides in 1873 was $29.79; in 
1883, $23.47; in 1889, $16.10, and in 1891, 
$13, and the decline in sole leather closely 
corresponded. Pig iron has been falling 
in the same fashion from 24% in 1883 to 
173g in 1891 and 15% to 16 in the present 
year. Tradingin ‘‘ futures” has no more 
been the cause of depression in cotton, 
wheat, and hog products than its absence 
has been the cause of it in wool, hides, and 
pig iron, 





THE FLIGHT OF HILL. 


No other incident in our recent political 
history is anything like so amusing as the 
flight of Senator Davip BrEenNetTT HILL 
from the vote on Senator STewarr’s bill 
for free coinage. In the first place, it 
showed on the part of the Senator such a 
cheerful assumption of political survival. 
His friends gave him up for dead at least 
two months ago, only a few days after that 
harmonious and unanimous State Conven- 
tion that wasthe greatest effort of his life. 
They held mirrors and féathers to his lips 
and exhausted all the usual means and 
some that were unusual to detect vi- 
tality, but he gave no sign. They 
even stood by his couch until the 
progress of decomposition could no longer 
be dissembled by the use of any disinfect- 
ants in their simple pharmacopeia before 
they turned away to make arrangements 
with the next man or to discover who the 
next man, the long-sought ‘‘ anybody to 
beat Cleveland ” might perhaps be. Only 
the corpse has for two months believed it 
might still be alive, and now it has given a 
touching evidence of the sincerity of its be- 
lief by running away. The case of silver is 
not a mere and sheer case of better element 
vs. worse. In that case the late Senator 
has never failed promptly to make his elec- 
tion with the worse, whether it was Liquor 
demanding to be freed from the degrading 
trammels of the excise law or Labor insist- 
ing that it might resort to intimidation so 
long as it drew the line at mayhem. But 
there were doubtful Western States where 
the good were reported to be in favor of 
unlimited coinage of silver and doubtful 
Eastern States where bad men were re- 
ported to be against it. ‘‘The good old 
rule, the simple plan” of sticking to the 
bad was not good enough for this emer- 
gency, for which the Senator girded up his 
loins’: and had orations written for him. 
Most cheerful orations they were, especially 
when considered in connection with the 
eareer of their putative author, who ex- 
pected the public to believe that while 


he had apparently been putting up jobs 


with Croker and Ep Murpny he had been 
secretly immersed in the still air of delight- 


ful studies about bimetallism. They seemed 
to show that HILL had thought an immense | 


deal about the silver question, only they 
did not seem to show in the least what he 
had thought aboutit. That was left to be 


explained by his votes in the Senate and - 


his speeches there, subject to the cruel 
catechism of his fellow-Senators. But he 
has never opened his mouth 
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subject, and when at last the crisis came 
and he was called upon to explain by avote 
upon a bill for free coinage what he 
thought his speeches meant, in the lan- 
guage of the great orator, he exceded, 
evaded, erumped, and his silence left the 
people as much in the dark as they had 
been left by his speech, 

It is comic enough that the late Mr. HILL 
should imagine that he is still alive and 
possible, and that it makes the smallest 
difference in the world to his “‘ Presiden- 
tial prospects” what he says or does not 
say about silver, and whether he votes or 
does not vote on silver bills. But it is 
even more comic, from one point of view, 
though it is rather disgustingly serious 
from another, that he should imagine that, 
assuming him to be politically living and 
possessed of ** prospects,” he could brighten 
his prospects by shirking, and leaving 
every body the right to quote him on either 
side or any angle of the silver question. 
To run away from a test vote on such 
a question is the silliest thing that 
any man could do. The “gold bugs 
of Wall Street,” and the “silver kings ef 
the Rocky Mountains” are unlike in many 
things, but they are alike in being adult 
American men; wherefore they are alike 
in despising a sneak. If Senator HiLL 
were not already a ‘negligible quantity” 
he would have made himself one by evad- 
ing the vote on the Silver bill. The Wash- 
ington correspondents deserve the thanks 
of the country for the vigilance with which 
they remarked and chronicled his abrupt 
departure. The tidings have already 
spread over the land and _ brought 
wrath and gloom to the hearts of the 
members of the Farmers’ Alliance in 
Georgia, and profanity to the lips of the 
debtor class, what there is left of it, in the 
Northwest. Anybody could conclude any- 
thing he liked about HILv’s opinions on 
silver from HILUw’s speeches on silver. But 
there is only one conclusion to be drawn by 
any body from his dodging the vote on 
silver, and that is that he is a political 
coward, and for such a character no sec- 
tion of the American people has any use. 





WHAT THE AKT CONGRESS MEANS} 

Although undertaken at no very auspi- 
cious time, and having to suffer from the 
absence of the President and of Mrs. HAr- 
RISON, the Art Congress opened at Wash- 
ington has already accomplished much. In 
the first place, it has stirred up the people 
of Washington in a very lively way and 
given many of them their first inkling of 
the strength and vitality of native art. 
The Art Congress has done for Washington 
what the local Society of Artists and the 
Corcoran Gallery have not been able to 
effect, namely, assured the permanent 
Washingtonians and the families of our na- 
tional legislators that American art is some- 
thing more than a hope‘and a promise; it 
is an actuality full of vigor. 

But it has had also to some degree that 
direct influence on the legislators them- 
selves which it set out .to exert, but which 
many of its well-wishers considered beyond 
its powers. Senator WoLcorTt of Colorado, 
for example, is cited as a convert to the 
cause of freeing art from a duty. It has 
not been denied that he expressed his re- 
gret for having voted for the duty on art 
works and his resolve to labor for its aboli- 
tion. Doubtless he has heard that with 
few exceptions the artists of America ob- 
ject to such an assertion of their inferi- 
ority to European workmen in the fine 
arts as appears to flow from a protective 
tax, but perhaps he has thought there 
was more vanity than solid reason in 
this objection on their part. But merely 
with a “scratch” exhibition before his 
eyes, such as that now shown in Washing- 
ton, he cannot fail to see that the men and 
women who say that they neither fear nor 
avoid comparisons and competition with 
European art speak from a rightful con- 
sciousness of their own attainments. 

Oddly enough, the Art Congress of 1892 
had its forerunner. It has been pointed 
out that in 1859 an Art Congress was held 
in Washington; Government appointed 
certain artists a commission to super- 
vise and act as a consultative body on 
matters national pertaining to the fine arts. 
The sculptor, H. K. Brown, who designed 
the equestrian Gen. WASHINGTON on Union 
Square, and the landscape painter, KENSETT, 
were members. But the civil war not only 
swept the Art Commission from sight, but 
still exercises a baleful influence on native 
art, since the habit of protectionism was 
fastened on us while we were paying the 
mighty damages which that war entailed. 

The artists assembled at Washington 
petition for such an Art Commission on a 
larger scale to keep Washington and other 
places belonging to the Nation free from 
grotesques that masquerade in guise of fine 
art. The Park Commission of New-York 
attempts but feebly to fulfill this office for 
our city. In Massachusetts an Art Com- 
mission has been established for the State 
and another is demanded for Boston. Such 
bodies are part and parcel of the general 
advance in a knowledge of the usefulness 
as well as the wsthetic charm of objects of 
art; they have become inevitable necessi- 
ties; they are dams against the flood of bad 
art which rises higher here year by year 
under the pressure of the generous but 
ignorant and of seekers after notoriety. 
Not only do Art Commissions help to limit 
the number of ugly sculptures and paint- 
ings, but they are always eflicient in the 
line of economy. A work of art remains 
because it is beautiful or appropriate; a 
dull thing is removed after some years and 
its original cost is simply thrown away. 

Similar in general purport is the third 
matter which the Art Congress is bringing 
to the notice of Congress. It is the bill of 
the Institute of Architects asking that a 
change be made in the absurdly inadequate 
system under which great numbers of Fed- 
eral buildings of the largest size have been 
erected in every State of the Union. The 
volume of work has so far exceeded the 
power of one architect, or a firm of archi- 
tects, to cope with, that the old system is 
much like putting the Captain of a North 
River brick sloop in charge of a model 
cruiser. But even if an architeot of distin- 
guished ability were secured, he could not 
plan buildings fast enough without having 
a burean under him containing many other 
of the best sort, The Institute 
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asks that at least the desigus for Federal 
buildings shall be open to competition, so 
that the profession generally can have the 
chance of obtaining orders, Nothing could 
be mere wasteful, nothing more short- 
sighted, than to try, as we now try, to econ- 
omize on the plans of public buildings 
Structures involving hundreds of thou- 
sands if not millions must not be permitted 
to startfrom plans which may be ugly, 
unfit, or defective because of economy in 
the initial stages or lack of brains in or- 
ganizing the National Bureau of Architect- 
ure. 

While these preventives to extrava- 
gance, waste, and bad art are most im- 
portant objects with the Congress, the mem- 
bers thereof show more feeling with regard 
to the duty on art. This touches their 
sense of honor and self-respect. The cable 
from Paris on Thursday gave opinions ex- 
pressed by various French and American 
artists. All agree that the duty of 15 per 
cent. ought not to exist; but there are two 
opinions as to the effect produced by the 
former reduction of the duty from 30 per 
cent. to 15. Some thinkit had no effect what- 
ever. It is certain that some buyers here 
will pay the extra cost of duty with little 
murmuring, their incomes being so large 
that it makes no difference to them. It is 
quite another thing with persons of mod- 
erate meagys, and these people need more 
than others the objects kept from them by 
the extra cost, more than the millionaires, 
who have everything, and of course more 
than the poor, who have not had the 
chance to cultivate a taste for the arts. 
Thus in art, as in many other things, 
our legislation tends to make the United 
States uncomfortable for those who are the 
backbone of every land—the people of 
small means, yet with enough to get edu- 
cation. It lavishes its favors on million- 
aires and laborers, the two classes who by 
bribery or bullying at the polls can make 
their wishes respected. Free art will do 
much to shift the centre of American art 
away from Europe to its rightful place on 
this side of the ocean, 








The latest performance of the walking 
delegate is one of the most astonishing 
things he has yet done. It appearing to 
his satisfaction that some of the cabinet 
work in a new hotel had been done by a boy- 
cotted contractor, he refused to allow it to 
be putin place until the objectionable work 
had been done over again by properly ac- 
credited workingmen. ‘The work of the 
new men consisted in scraping off the 
polish from wainscoting and in polishing 
the wainscoting up again. Doubtless the 
owner of the building would have pre- 
ferred to save time by paying for the 
repolishing without having it done, but 
it was decreed by the walking delegate 
that be should lose the time as wall as the 
money. This is one of the exhibitions of 
the intelligence and justness of the walk- 
ing delegate which make people wonder 
what the workmen in the building trades 
think they gain by submitting themselves 
to his guidance.

ARMED GUARDS. 


OF GERMAN LABORERS IN 
PHOSPHATE MINES. 


A meeting of the Directors of the German 
Legal Aid Society was held yesterday at 229 
Broadway. It was attepded by President Ar- 
thur V. Briesen, Carl Schurz, Robert Behr, 
Judge Dittenhoefer, Antonio Knauth, A. Beck- 
ers, and F. Solinger. 

President Briesen read a letter that had been 
sent to Gov. Tillman of South Carolina relative 
to abuses uporR workmen at the Pon Pon Phos- 
phate Mines in Colleton County, 8. C. It stated 
that in December some twenty-five Germans 
went to Pon Pon, induced to do so by an adver- 


tisement stating that they could earn $1.50 a 
day. Upon their arrival at the mines guards 
armed with rifies and revolvers took charge of 
them. They were herded into quarters with 
some seventy others, mostly Italians and 
Greeks, 

They were allowed 25 cents foreach cubic 
foot of phosphate they mined and found they 
could not make more than 75 cents per mana 
day. From this they had to provide their own 
food, purchasing all supplies ata store kept by 
the contractor, who charged high prices. 

The men worked under guard continually, 
like criminals. They were told they would be 
shotif oer did not work Sundays. 

Finally they attempted to leave, but the guards 
drove them back to work with rifles. Two men 
at length escaped, came to New-York, and laid 
the case before the society. 

The letter closed with an appeal for an inves- 
tigation of matters at Pon Pon. 

The reply of Gov. Tillman was read, stating 
that an investigation was under way. It also 
appeared from statements by Mr. Brieson that 
South Carolina newspapers were commenting 
on the investigation, and that it was attracting 
much attention, 

Judge Dittenhoefer, on behalf of a special 
committee on the matter, outlined a proposed 
enactment forthe abolishment of fraudulent 
so-called bankers and public notaries. One 
feature of it was that all notaries public should 
be required to keep exact entries of all their 
official acta, and to deposit these records with 
tbe County Clerk at regular stated intervals. 

Mr. Charles O. Beaman of Evarts, Choate & 
Beaman was admitted as an associate member 
of the society. The meeting then adjourned.

DISGUSTED MISSIONARIES.

BACK FROM LIBERIA FEELING VERY 
BLUE—ONE 8HORT OF CLOTHING. 


The bark Liberia, which has been engaged in 
the transportation of negroes to the American 
colony in Africa, yesterday returned to this 
port after an absence of seventy-six days. She 
had on board as passengers three missionaries, 
whose efforts to evangelize that section of the 
Dark Continent to which negro emigration has 
lately been headed had not met with striking 
success. 

One of the trio is the Rev. Sandy Washington, 
a colored man, who hails from St. Paul, Minn. 
The Rev. Sandy was sent out by the Pilgrims’ 


Baptist Church of 8t. Paul. He came back with 
the conviction that the task to which he had 
been assigned was a hopeless one. 

A practical-minded parson is Sandy, and when 
he undertook the job of converting the un- 
civilized he treated it practically. Finding ex- 
hortations unavailing he supplemented his 
oratorical efforts by gifts of wearing apparel to 
his listeners. 

The chief of a village who had kept aloof 
from the meetings was subsidized by the pres- 
ent ofa plug hat, and lept his presence to one 
of the gatherings. When the meeting was over 
he offered to attend again for the consider- 
ation of another tile. The missionary did not 
have any more hats, s0 a compromise was effect- 
ed by the giftof anoverooat. The Rev. Sandy 
left fifteen converta behind him in that village 
all decked in some article of his wearing apparel. 

Sandy next essayed to make converts in the 
Gooley country, wherea Chief by the name of 
Dindo reigned supreme, It cost the good mis- 
sionary nearly all of his clothes tomake Dindo 
see the error of his ways. His effort at the next 
village at which he stopped for reform pur- 
poses was the least satisfactory of all. The 
tame of his munificence had preceded him, and 
when the expectant Chief received no gift, re- 
lations between the two became very much 
strained. Sandy finally got back to his starting 
point convinced that missionary work in such 
circumstances was a littie too much of a strain 
on his capital to be indulged in at length. 

Another missionary whose erperenee has 
been equally unsatisfactory is Abraham Bogt- 
rick, who left Atlanta, Ga., one year ago at the 
behest of the Liberian Missionary Society. On 
arrival at Monrovia he was delegated to visit 
an interior settlement. The cifmate proved too 
much for him, and he returned in bad health 
and almost destitute. Heis now interested in 
knowing how to get back to his home in Atlanta. 

The third of the returning trio is a very intel- 
ligent white missionary, who was sent out by 
the International Missionary Society of St 
Paul. He spent fifteen months in the vicinity 
of Sierra Leone, and-apparently does not con- 
sider the outlook very promising. The Amer- 
jcan negro emigrant, he says, disavows his 
nationality on arrival in Africa and haughtily 
speaks of himself as a European. He also 
manages to attract attention by the “lot of 
style” he puts on, and generally refers to the 
natives as ‘‘ African heathens.” His greatest 
ambition, the missionary says, is to have plenty 
of rum to drink and toownaslave. Slavery, 
he adds, is quite common in the various settle- 
ments. 

Besides the missionaries, the Liberia had as 
passengers, 13 monkeys, 30 parrots, 3 snakes, 
4 Kroo boys, and 1 Kroo girl. The Kroo people 
are sald to be the first of theirrace ever brought 
to this country. They are sent here by the 
Liberian missionaries to be educated in Nash- 
ville, Tenn. The girl is the oldest of the quintet. 
She is about eighteen years of age and speaks 
English very well.

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SPIEGEL INDICTED,

CHARGED WITH MAKING A FALSE CLAIM 
FOR INSURANCE, 


Morris Spiegel of the firm of A. Blum, Jr.’s, 
Sons, wholesale wine and liquor dealers at 101 
Broad Street, wentinto the District Attorney’s 
office yesterday afternoon and surrendered him- 
self. A bench warrant was out for his arrest. 
He had been indicted for presenting a false 
claim for insurance. 

A fire occurred at 101 Broad Street on Dec, 
16, and though a great deal of water was 
poured into the place, there was really very 
little fire. The stock of wines and liquors was 
insuredin the Mechanics’ Insurance Company 
of Philadelphia, the United Firemen’s In- 
surance Company, the Imperial Fire Insurance 
Company of London, the Insurance Company of 
North America, the Liverpool and London and 
Globe Insurance Company, and the London and 
Lancashire Insurance Company, for $32,500. 
The stock was valued at $70,221.79. 

When the question of settlement was reached 
the insurance companies claimed that there was 
not more than $1,000 damage done to the stock, 
but Mr. Spiegel presented a claim in which it 
was stated that $70,000 worth of property was 
destroyed by the fire. 

Mr. Spiegel said yesterday afternoon that 
there was fully $100,000 worth of property in 
the establishment when the fire occurred. None 
of the barrels were broken open, but the action 
of the heat upon champagne and other wines 
rendered them entirely useless for the market. 
He said that the stock was all in hisstore justas 
it was after the fire, and could be inspected by 
any one.

GEN. A. D. STREIGHT. 

Gen. A. D. Streight died at hia country home, 
two miles east of Indianapolis, yesterday. He 
was born in Wheeler, N. Y., June 17, 1829. 
When seventeen years old he left home. For 
many years he worked at the carpenter’s bench 
and later engaged in the book-pnblishing busi- 
ness. He went Westin 1858 and lived a short 
time in Cincinnati and thence went to Indk 
ana. At the request of Gov. Morton he recruit- 
ed the Fifty-first Regiment of Indiana Volun- 


teers. He was commissioned Colonel of this 
regiment in 18$1. In December the regiment 
reported to Gen. Buell at Louisville and was at 
tached to the Army of the Cumberland. 

Col. Streight’s command became prisoners of 
war, the officera were sent to Richmond, Va., 
and committed to Libby Prison. By reason of 
his having led the raid into the enemy’s coun- 
try, Col Streight became the object of special 
hate by the rebels. He was ironed, contined in 
@ dungeon, and forced to subsist on corn bread 
and water for thirty days for attempting to es- 
cape. 
he planned the memorable and historic scheme 
forescape by which 108 officers secured their 
freedom. 

After a brief rest Col. Streight returned to 


the service and took command of his old regi- | 
ment. After the battle of Nashville he was made | 


Brigadier General by President Lincoln. Col 
Streight remained in the army until the close of 
the war, and then returned to Indianapolis, 
where he re-entered the publishing business. 

Later he engaged in the wholesale lumber 
and chair-manufacturing business, and for 
many years was one of the largest dealers in 
the West. 

Gen. Streight was always a Republican in 

olitics and was a candidate for Governor of 

ndiana in 1876, but was defeated by Albert 0. 
Porter, now United States Minister to Italy. 
Gen. Streight married Lavina McCarthy of 
Bath Township, N. Y., in 1849, who, with one 
son, John, a lumber merchant, survives him.

HILL BEING EXAMINED IN 


SUPPLEMENTARY PROCEEDINGS, 


James M. Hill, the theatrical manager, is go- 
ing through a course of examination in supple- 
mentary proceedings. The order for his exam- 
ination was secured by Fromme Brothers, rep- 
resenting John G. Weaver, Jr., and Frank Cole- 
man, the proprietors of the Everett House, who 
have secured judgment on a promissory note 
for $1,100 given for board. The suit is in the 
City Court, and the order for examination was 
signed by Judge McCarthy. 

Adam Fohs, cashier of the Union Square 
Bank, has a judgment for $3,000 against Mr. 
Hill for money loaned, and in the Supreme 
Court Mr. Hill has been ordered to appear for 
examination in supplementary proceedings un- 
der this judgment. The examination under the 
City Court judgment will, however, be used as 
the Supreme Court examination. 

Lorenz Zeller was named as referee for the 
taking of Mr. Hill’s testimony, and the exam- 
ination went on before him oe ap ner The 
testimony so far gre by Mr. Hill is interesting. 

In June, 1891, Mr. Hill states, he mortgaged 
all his interest in the Union Square and the 
Standard Theatres to his brother, David K. Hill, 
a retail clothier and furnisher of Chicago. His 
brother had loaned him about $59,000. Henow 
does business as manager for his brother as 
agent. He does not, however, consult his broth- 
erin making contracts. His brother has sold 
the Union Square Theatre. 

He has not sent his brother any money as the 
proceeds of the Standard Theatre, but is in pos- 
session under a clause which allows him to take 
possession of his property, and he is the repre- 
sentative of his brother, holding possession of 
the property as against himself,the mortgageor. 
He has no power of attorney except such as he 
got in conversation and in letters which he can- 
not find. 

His books were kept by Erving Hopkins, Jr., 
up to a sbort time ago. He does not know 
~wheee they are. Heis unable to give any ac- 
count ofthe moneys received by himse)?, but 
the understanding with his brother is that he 
shall have what is necessary for the support of 
himself and family. His famflyis now at Ex- 
eter, Me., living at a place which he owned, but 
as to the disposal of which he gavea power of 
attorney to F. G. Prescott 

Mr. Hill says he cannot say how much money 
he owed when he made the mortgage above that 
owed to his brother. 

At the next hearing Mr. Hill will give a list of 
his indebtednesses, and bring the books that 
have been kept since Hopkins ceased acting as 
his bookkeeper. The Hopkins books, he says, 
were kept in a safe in the Union Square Thea- 
tre belonging to his brother, but he does not 
know whether they are there now.

UPRISING OF DEMOCRATS 
NORTHERN NEW-YORK,

HOW THE VOTERS IN TEN COUNTIES 
HAVE WELCOMED THE MAY CONVEN- 
1ION MOVEMENT—THE GREAT EN- 
THUSIASM FOR CLEVELAND. 


ALBANY, May 27.—In ten counties from the 
Behoharie hills to the northern lakes there 
were 65,699 votes cast for Flower for Governor. 
Of these 34,388, almost exactly one-half, were 
in the Counties of Albany ant Rensselaer, con- 
taining the large cities of Albany and Troy, 
while the other half were distributed in eight 
counties scattered over a great area of farms 
and woodland dotted with manufacturing and 
trading villages. This region, polling about 
one-eighth of the vote of the State, is fairly rep- 
resentative of the political opinion of New-York. 

Patient inquiry during two weeks into the 
sentiment of the section concerning the Demo- 
cratic Presidential nomination and the May 
convention has established these conclusions: 
More than three-fourths of the Democratic 
voters earnestly favor the nomination of Mr. 
Cleveland. The May convention movement is 
popular with the masses, although less popular 
than is Cleveland’s candidacy. The professional 
politicians and contractors, allied with the 
Biate administration and their dependents, con- 
stitute practically the entire opposition to the 
nomination of the ex-President. 

Hill has absolutely disappeared as a Presi- 
dential factor seriously considered by the pub- 
lic, and Hillism survives only as an obstructive 
power wielded to stifle the expression of Demo- 
cratic sentiment. Rarely in political history 
has the tyranny of a political and official ma- 
chine been so unscrupulously exercised as by 


the mercenaries who are trying to prevent the 
exposure of the monstrous falsehood of the Feb- 
ruary convention. The eproliment of free-will 
Democrats has sealed the doom of the Canal 
Ring as a political power and will bring about @ 
reconstruction of the “machine.” Cleveland 
will reseive the full Democratic vote, to which 
will be added a large independent vote, aux- 
mented by the baliots of many Republicans, 
and, if this part of the State be asample of the 
whole, he will carry New-York by a very large 
majority, no matter who may be the Republican 
nominee.

Bpecific proof of these assertions is found 


everywhere. In Schoharie, the convention at 
Cobleskill on Tuesday was concededly the most 
enthusiastic and representative ever held in 
that county. Extraordinary efforts were taken 
by the Hill managers to block it. Judge May- 
hew and Judge Lamont headed the eifort to 
keep the people away, and the Pendar family, 
men of great wealth and influence, worked with 
mightandmain. Lists weretaken away from the 
enrollers by trick, some list hoiders were offered 
bribes and others were ewployed at high pay to 
take them away from political work. Delegates 
on the way to the convention were intercepted 
and attempts were made to detain them b 
effusive hospitality, and a report was industri- 
ously spread that the meeting at the Hotel Au- 
gustan was to be secret,in order to keep the 
crowd away. The use vf the Democratic press 
was refused to the managers of the movement, 
even for the insertion of calis as = advertise- 
ments, and all signing the enrollment were de- 
nounced as traitors to their party. 

On the anti-Hill side there were few politi- 
ciaus of prominence, ex-Senator John Van 
Sehaick being the most notable and the only 
well-known lawyer publicly opposing the Hill 
judicial machine. Nevertheless the people’s 
movement marched on irresistibly, and new 
leaders were found in place of the old ones in 
such men as Morris Cohn of Cobleskill, Brown- 
ell of Seward, Bothwick of Richmondville, Sny- 
der of Middleburg, and L’Amoreaux of 
Bchobharie. Of the 564 Flower voters of 
Cobleskill 430 signed the call In Summit 200 
names out of 265 were on the rolls on oconven- 
tion day, and, in spite of execrable roads and 
all opposition by blandishment and corruption, 
the enrollment shows that old Schoharie is a 
Cleveland county through and through, with no 
dissent except from placeholders, who are al- 
ready hurrying to fall into line. 

In Saratoga County the movement has been 
largely under the very energetic direction of 8. 
Wakeman Buell of Ballston Lake, an Assembly- 
man twenty years ago and for twenty-one years 
m member of the Democratic State Committee. 
lie lives in the First, or lower, District, and 
there the anti-machine enproliment has flour- 
ished from the start. In the Second Election 
District of the Town of Ballston, where 103 
votes were cast for Flower, there were 100 
mames signed to the Syracuse call aweek ago. 
In the First District of the same town 80 signa- 
tures were secured out ofa vote of115. In the 
"own of Providence, where 64 votes were cast 
for Flower, an equal number of names were en- 
rolled, and in Chariton and Galway almost 
equally striking results were secured. With 
the exception of ‘‘the canalers,” the Assembly 
district is, in fact, unanimously for Cleveland 
and any movement calculated to help his nom- 
ination, in spite of the use of ring power over 
Democratic local journalism and obstructive 
efiorte of all sorte directed by the canal boss at 
Troy. 

But it is in the upper district of Saratoga that 
the hand of the Kensselaer member of the 
** Big Four” is most plainly manifest, and it has 
undeniably been successful in diminishing the 
manifestation of anti-Hill sentiment. The Sar- 
atoga Aun at first accepted notices of the forth- 
coming caucuses and conventions as news and 
agreed to give favorable editorial) mention.

of Glens Falls. Their work demonstrates that 
of the 2,585 Democrats who yoted for Flower, 
only a smuil portion opposes Cleveland. 

in Schenectady County Flower received 3,408 
votes. Six days ago’the returns of the enroll- 
ment showed 1,505 signers of the Syracuse 
call, Among the lists is one of 50 composed 
exclusively of the professors, attachés, and 
resident voting students of Union College. Mr. 
R. J. Cooper, Who has had the work in charge, 
counseled by such men as E. Winslow Paige, 
will show beyond question that the majority of 
Democrats in Schenectady are for Cleveland 
and in favor of the May convention. In 
Schenectady the canal ss aregery has been 
fierce, with the usual incidents of bulldozing, 
especially by the Hill State Committeeman, 
suppression of Democratic news in subsidized 
party papers, and so on. 

In Montgomery James Shanahan and John E. 
Ashe are among the inost active men in guiding 
the popular movement. In Fonda and Amster- 
dam a large majority of the Democratic voters 
are enrolied, and of the Democratic voters of 
the county, numberifg 5,063, more than one- 
half have already enrolled themselves in the 
contest to right the wrong of mid winter misrep- 
resentation, 

In Herkimer County the Flower vote was 
5,272. Canalinfluence and ring press hostility 
have failed to prevent the people speaking their 
minds on the call of such men as Ezra D. Bab- 
cock and the Smalls of Little Falls, the senior 
of whom is keen and active in politics at the 
very advanced age of eighty-six years. The 
hardest workin enrollment has heen directed 
by Patrick H. Murphy, a stirring lawyer, Secre- 
tary of the Provisional Comittee, assisted by 
such men as Mullen, the dry-goods dealer and 
hotel proprietor. It is notable that much of the 
most efficient service in giving expression to the 

popular uprising in Northern and Westérn New- 
york has been rendered by Irish- Americans. 
In Fulton and Hamilton there has existed a 
eculiar embarrassment. The County Commit- 
ee, of which ex-Assemblyman James W. Green 
is Chairman, is in tne hands of Mr. Cleveland’s 
friends, who madea resolute fight last Fall, 
when others would not. After much delibera- 
tion it was at first determined not to participate. 
in the Syracuse movement, but to stand on the 
record of a Cleveland reaps It was argued 
that to participate would in all probability pro- 
duce sys local complications and 
weaken the vote of the county for Cleveland, 
But finally, only last week, all politic hesita- 
tion was laid aside, a public meeting at Glovers- 
ville approved the enrollment, and ex-Post- 
master A. W. Lochlin, Editor Koss of the 
Standard, and such leading merchants and 
manufacturors.as Sporborg and Levor entered 
upon a short, sharp, and decisive campaign to 
ut Fulton and Hamilton near the head of the 
ay reform list. At Johnstown County Com- 
mitteemun Fred Linus Carroll is rivaling the 
Gloversville people, and in that beautiful and 
historic place such patriarchs of Democratic 
olitics as ex-Judges Fraser and Carroll and W. 
. Northrup are vying with the young menin 
ushing the Cleveland cause. Hill men are 
Pilling into line, believing that, there being no 
ehance for their former favorite, it is well to 
have a New-York nominee who can carey carry 
the State, and the only one at all likely tobe 
nominated who can attract the support of inde- 

endents and Republicans as typifying ‘the 
deas of New-York” on tariff reform, sound cur- 
rency, economical administration, and civil 
service. Such was the summary of the situation 
by a former Hill leader at Johnstown last Fri- 
day. 

These facts show what the people think in the 
eight counties of Northern New-York away from 
the large cities, but not out of the reach of long- 
armed bossism under the present machine 
régime. 

There are many incidents which illustrate the 
extreme and spontaneous popularity of the 
movement. In one town in Fulton County a 
committeeman last week sought out a popular 
tavern keeper to persuade him to circulate with 
an enrollment list, The country host ‘‘allowed’”’ 
be had heard of the movement and also had 
heard a good deal about the danger of dividing 
the Democracy. After some solicitation he 
finally consented to take hold. 

“But,” he added, “I have done a little 
already, as {[ thought you fellows were pretty 
slow. I borrowed a paper over in Saratoga from 
a friend who had one there and have got some 
neighbors to sign.”’ 

Then be produced an enrollment signed by 
all but four of the voters of the town, and the 
laugh was on the visiting committeeman, who, 
although a strict temperance man, ‘‘set’em 
up” for all hands who happened in for an hour. 

In Albany peculiar political conditions, some- 
what analogous to those in Fulton County have 
operated to keep down the enrollment to the 
full proportions it would have attained in a 
pronouncedly Cleveland county. It will, how- 
ever, be respectable and represent all anti-Hill 
elements, but the Herrick-Manning organiza- 
tion and Mayor Manning’s recent letter con- 
Clusively shows how that influence will be 
thrown at Chicago. 

hatever the extent of the enrollment may 
turn out to be, it is certain that for every name 
signed to itthere are two other voters ready to 
cast their ballots for Cleveland, and that the 
movement needs only discretion and energy to 
the end to ‘“‘make it unanimous’’ among the 
Democrats and Independents of Northern New- 
York, with plenty of Republican converts to 
help them. If Republicans ready to pledge 
themselves to vote for Cleveland had been per- 
mitted to sign the lists the great enroliment 
would have been much larger.

MESSRS. CONGER AND FASSEIT 
AMONG MR. BLAINE’S CALLERS. 


THE OHIO MAN THINKS THE MAINE 
MAN IS WILLING, AND THE ELMIRA 
MAN ORDERS NEW CLOTHES—THE 
SECRETARY HAS HIS PICTURE TAKEN. 


The Blaine boom, which has been hovering 
around the corridors of the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
for several days, received some acceleration 
yesterday by the arrival of several politicians 
whose veiled antipathy to Mr. Harrison has 
not been potent and pronounced in results. 

Col A. L. Conger, who for the past quarter 
of a century has been a leading spirit in the Re- 
publican politics of Ohio, was the first man to 
put his name on the hotel register. It was at 
an early hour when he inscribed it, but when he 
sent up his card to Mr. Blaine’s room it was not 
sent back with a “ not-in” reply. 

When Mr. Conger came down stairs an hour 
later his mental excitation was marked. His 
happiness led him to say these things: 

“I think Blaine’s the man. I think he will 
accept it, There’s a chance for Harrison if 


Blaine absolutely refuses to take the nomina- 
tion, but I don’t think he will. 

“The race is altogether between Blaine and 
Harrison. Other names, in my opinion, will not 
even be considered. It is not often that a man 
who has positively refused to allow his name to 
be used is put to 80 much strain to accept. But 
in my estimation we need Blaine, and I have 
great doubt, if he wiil not take the nomination, 
whether we shall have any show for success in 
the campaign.” 

When Mr. Conger had sufficiently relieved the 
exuberance of his spirits to the reporters, J. 
Sloat Fassett, who came from Elmira “ on per- 
sonal business,” as he said, walked into the 
hotel and registered. He aleo sent his card up 
to Mr. Blaine, and was told to ‘“‘oome up.” He 
staid fully an hour, and when he came down he, 
like Mr. Conger, displayed signs of mental ox- 
altation. 

“I only came here to buy a new suit of 
clothes,” Mr. Fassett said, “ but Iam glad I saw 
Biaine, I think he looks pf good. I have 
not seen him for some time, but he sizes up bet- 
ter than 1 thought he would, considering the 
stories that have been published regarding his 
shattered health.” 

“ Will he be nominated?” was asked. 

“The man who gets 451 votes will be nomi- 
nated,’’ replied Mr. Fassett, “‘but the thing 
looks sort of Blainelike to me now.” 

** How about the ‘conference’ of Republican 
leaders {” 

“There's a good deal of ‘rot’ in that ‘con- 
ference’ talk. I haven’t heard anything of it.” 

Then Mr. Fassett went out and ordered his 
clothes. 

Mr. Fassett had not been gone long before Mr. 
Blaine came down stairs, dressed to go out. He 
had been to breakfast in the public dining room 
with Mrs. Blaine at 9 o’clock, and two hours 
had been consumed with the Ohio man and the 
man who was not chosen Governor of New- 
York. In the corridor Mr. Blaine met Senatof 
Hiscock. , 

“Looks a trifle like rain,” remarked Mr. 
Blaine. 

“Had alot of rain 
here lately.”

All of the emall-fry Republican eg > age of 
New-York chewed toothpicks at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel last night. None of them seemed to 
have sufficient confidence in his “‘ pull” to send 
his card to Mr. Blaine, but all talked a good 
deal about how history was being made by 
Blaine’s visit to New-York atthis time. Several 
of them tried to “collar” Thomas (. Platt when 
he came in for supper, but they did not succeed. 
Mr. Platt looked hungry and disinclined to en- 
gage in protracted conversation.

E. 8. Jaffray & Co. of this city, who lives at 1219 
Waverly Street, Jersey City Heights, returned 
to hishome Thursday evening no one came to 
admit him, so He climbed in through a window. 

He discovered that supper had been half pre- 
pared and the disorder of the rooms indicated a 
tragedy. 

Mrs. Hennessy was not to be found until he 
went into the cellar, and there found her lying 


bound and wed and her epeming half torn 
from her body. aving carried her up stairs he. 
called Dr. Steele, and she was restored to con- 
sciousness, 

She told her husband that on returning to the 
house from an errand, toward evening, as she 
entered the — @ strange man seized her. 
She struggled against him until he dragged her 
by her hair into the kitchen. Beyond that she 
recollected nothing tillshe found her husband 
and Dr. Steele bendifig over her. 

When found she had a dishcloth stuffed into 

her mouth and her arms were pinioned behind 
her. She said that in the struggle the man 
had forced her face in such a position that, 
beyond the fact that he was young, tail, and 
slim, she could tell nothing as to his ap- 
pearance. 
* Mrs. Hennessy’s sy oe ona is good and the 
police are inclined to believe her story, though 
no one in the vicinity saw a stranger enter or 
approach her house at or about the time of the 
alleged assault. 

Dr. Steele says that she isin a oritical condi- 
tion from nervous prostration. She was not 
otherwise injured. 

The police’s efforts to find any clue to Mra, 
Hennessey’s alleged assailant were entirely 
fruitless. 

Hennessey stated last night that when he 
failed to gain admission to his home he went 
around to his mother-in-law’s home in Thorne 
Street. Not finding his wife there, he returned 
home, gaining access to his kitchen window by 
passing through the house of John I. Smith, 
next to his.» Smith heard Hennessey cry out 
when he found his wife in the cellar, and scaled 
the fence in time to assist him in releasing her 
from her bonds and gag. 

Hennessey says his wife’s hands were tied be- 
hind her. Smith says her hands were gone | 
tied in front, and with thin twine that woul 
cut the flesh deeply in case she struggled. No 
such marks appear, however. 

Although several valuable articles were in 
plain sight, nothing was missed until yesterday, 
when Mrs. Hennessey called attention to the 
fact that her diamond earrings had disappeared. 

The clothing worn by Mrs. Hennessey was 
inspected at Police Headquarters last night. 
The dress is of thin red muslin, with white 
figures. The front seam of the skirt had been 
7 for about twenty inches. The material 
of the skirt was undamaged. 

The waist of the dress was intact, even to the 
flimsy lace with which it was trimmed. The 
corset cover that Mrs. Hennessey had worn, 
had. however, been ripped on both sides, but 
how this could have been done without damag- 
ing the dress waist is a puzzle. : 

Mrs. Hennessey is twenty-four years old and 
weighs scarcely 100 pounds, She is subject to 
cataleptic fits, and about a year ago had a se- 
vere attack that threw her into a semi-con- 
scious state, from which she did not emerge 
for fully two weeks. Her husband states 
that his wife has several times of 
late compiained to him that unknown parties 
were annoying her by tapping on the windowse 
of the house. He investigated, but concluded 
that his wife was alarmed without cause.

STRIKERS BLAME MR GILROY. 


THEY SAY HE SHOULD NOT ALLOW 
NON-UNION PAVERS TO WORK. 


The rain of Thureday night caused a tem- 
porary halt yesterday in the repaving of Third 
Avenue with old blocks. To-day, if the weather 
permits, the work will be resumed, and it is ex- 
pected that the street will be entirely closed by 
Tuesday. 

Contractor Kelly was in Buffalo yesterday, 


looking, it was said, for non-union pavers, and 
his representatives in this city do not expect to 
hear from him until Monday. 

On West Street Contractor Thomas Gearty 
has almost finished the job of closing the un- 
finished gap with new blocks laid on the flat. 
To-morrow will see the undertaking completed, 
and Mr. Gearty will then lay off until the strike 
is settled. Unlike Mr. Kelly, he does not in- 
tend to finish up his work with non-union work- 
nen, because, as he asserts, it is impossible to 
get a first-class paver who is not a member of 
the union. 

The strikers are not so certain on this point as 
Mr. Gearty, and they do not conceal their feel- 
ings over the success that Contractor Kelly has 
had in putting down theold stones in Third 
Avenue with non-union men. They lay the 
blame for this entirely at the door of Commis- 
sioner Gilroy, who, they say, should have insist- 
ed upon the employment of union men. 

Secretary Grant announced yesterday that a 
committee of strikers, including himself and 
William McNair, would call,on the Rev. Dr. 
Parkhurst to-day to secure his co-operation in 
the effort to have the granite manufacturers in- 
dicted for conspiracy. In return they will offer 
to help Dr. Parkhurst with the full strength of 
the labor unions of this city in his crusade 
against vice. 

Yesterday afternoon Grant and McNair called 
on John Adams, Commissioner of City 
Works of Brooklyn, to secure his moral support 
for the strikers across the bridge. After their 
interview they stated that Mr. Adams bad re- 
ceived them most kindly.

WILL DEFEAT ABBETT’S PLOT. 


WANSER TO BE MADE BRIGADIER GEN- 
ERAL AFTER ALL. 


The order of Gen. Plume reorganizing the 
First Brigade of the New-Jersey National 
Guard, the purpose of which is suspected to 
be the election of Col. Wanser to the position 
of Brigadier General made vacant by the death 


of the late Gen. Dudley 8. Steele, has stirred the 
members of the National Guard of the State 
into something like mutiny. 

The guardamen connected with the Fourth 
Regiment, Col. Wanser’s command, held an in- 
formal all-night indignation meeting, 'hursday 
night, at the armory on Newark Avenue, Jorsey 
City, and the guardsmen of Newark are in a 
similar state of excitement.

DREXEL, MORGAN § CO. WILL 
EXAMINE THE PROPERTIES. 


AN APPEAL TO THE GREAT BANKING 
HOUSK ANSWERED FAVORABLY— 
MR. MORGAN WILL DEVISE A PLAN 
OF REORGANIZATION, 


The news that Drexel, Morgan & Co. were willing 
to enter into a thorough examination of the extensive 
properties controlled by the Richmond and West 
Point Terminal and Warehouse Company with the 
view of reorganizing theni was not made public until 
after the close of the Stock Exchange yesterday 
afternoon. It certainly would have had a bullish ef- 
tect on the stook. ‘ 

A letter was sent to the banking house of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. early in the day signed by the follow- 
ing committee of security holders: William E. 
Strong, Chairman; Samuel Thomas, William P. 
Clyde, J. OC. Maben, Homan Ciark, Simon Wormser, 
George Foster Peabody, by Spencer Trask & Co.; 
John H. Davis & Co., G. B. Schley, Thomas L. Man- 
son, Jr., Samuel Barton, by J. W. Davis & Co.; 
William L. Bull, W. H. Goadby, J. C. Reiff, and 
John A. Rutherfurd. In this letter, following thé 
Treguest that the firm addressed examine into the 
Richmond Terminal properties with the view of un- 
dertaking their financial rehabilitation, the following 
language was used: ‘‘ We feel safo in assuring to 
you the assent and co-operation of a large majority 
of the securities heretofore deposited in the Central 
Trust Company.” 

A meeting of the above-named committes was 
held in the office of Work, Strong & Co. at 3:15 
o'clock in the afternoon. Col. Strong read a letter 
from Drexel, Morgan & Co., which closed as follows: 
“*In view of your assurance of the assent and co- 
operation of a large majority of the securities depos- 
ited with the Central Trust Company, and the desire 
expressed by the large holdings represented by 
Messrs. Kessler & Co. and others, we hereby signify 
our acceptance of the invitation and will undertake 
the examination into the aflairs of the company 
looking to the end you desire, As such examination 
will include the present financial and physical condi- 
tion of the property, as well as gh me consideration 
of their future needs, we shall necessarily require 
ample time to make it as thorough as possible in 
order to reach a sound basis for any reorganization, 
if practicable.” 

he committee joyfully accepted this letter as an 
assurance that the clouds of uncertainty and finan- 
cial distress are tobe li from the Richmond 
Terminal properties. It was voted to discharge the 
original committee of three and to form acommittee 
ae gem | allwhose names were attached to the 
latter to Drexel, Morgan & Co., to co-operate with 
the banking house in its prospective work.

DREXELS AND THE PENNSYLVANIA. 


OFFICERS OF THE ROAD DENY THAT 
THERE IS AN ESTRANGEMENT. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 27.—A stir was created in 
financial circles this afternoon by the publication ina 
New-York evening paper of a two-column article, un- 
der the caption of ** Reading Deal Consequences,” in 
which it was asserted that there was a movement on 
the part of the powerful Drexel following to oust 


President Roberts of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company for being too slow and conservative. 

Atthe Pennsylvania Kailroad office, Mr. Ruberts, 
who was busy, referred inquirers to Third Vice 
President Green. Mr. Green, after having read the 
article, smiled and said: 

“You can deny the story in fall. 
in it. Our relations with the Drexels are not 
streined, at least not that weare aware of. As to 
the employment of other bankers than the Drexels 
by the Pennsylvania for the negotiation of the lat- 
est bonds issued by the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis Railroad Company being an indl- 
cation that our relations with the Drexela have been 
strained, let me say that Drexel, Morgan & Co. have 
never placed any bonds for our Westerm lines. Their 
servicesin this respect have been confined to the 
Eastern lines. 

“ About the only pointin the whole article which 
is true.” continued Mr. Green, “is the assertion that 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company does not intend 
to become a party to the combination which proposes 
to restrict the production of an article which is as 
necessary as anthracite coal is to the commercial 
prosperity of the country.” 

President Roberts was seen subsequently as he 
was about to board a train for his residence at Bala. 
He dismissed the article very brietiy by saying: 

“That's all newspaper twaddle. I know nothing 
about it.” 

He had already expressed his views on the subject 
of the coal companies’ combination, apd had no 
alteration or amendment to make in them, he said. 

George O. Thomas of the firm of Drexel & Co, said: 
“Tt has always been a rule in this oflice never to 
talk for publication about such matters, on the 

round that they are nobody’s business. The article 
+4 been broughtto my attention, but I have noth. 
ing whatever to say about it one way or another.”’ 

A well-posted Third Street banker said that he had 
heard stories similar*to the one in question ever 
since the consummation of the Reading “deal.” He 
said that it had ever since that time been pretty well 
understood in the financial circles of this city that 
there was an estrangement between the Drexels and 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company.

CHICAGO'S ELEVATED ROAD. 

CHICAGO, May 27.—A train bearing 300 invited 
guests made a trip over the “ Alley” Elevated Rail- 
road to-day. This is the first - elevated road putin 
operation in this city. The road will not be thrown 
open to the public until June 6, The trip to-day was 
made for the purpose of showing to representative 
men of the city the new road and ita equipment. It 
was very successful, there being no accidents or 
delays of any kind.

The completed portion of the road rans through 
the alley between State Street and Wabash Avenue, 
from Congress Street south to Fortieth Street.

UNION NOT FEASIBLE. 


COLUMBIA AND THE UNIVERSITY UN- 
ABLE TO COME TOGETHER. 


The fact that the committees represent 
ing Columbia College and the University of the 
City of New-York had reached the conclusion 
that a close union of these institutions was not 
feasible was made known at 4 business meeting 
of the council of the university last night. Dr. 
Charles Butler presided over the meeting, 
which was held in the council room in the old 
university building. 

A report from the Committee on Correspond- 
ence with Columbia College was read. It ex- 
plained that the two committees had come to 
an understanding that the difficulties in the 


way of consolidation were very serious, and 
that it seemed a waste of effort to try to per- 
fect a plan. 

It was explained that in the communications’ 
which passed between the two committees thers 
was entire harmony of opinion. The obstacles 
in the way of consolidation presented them- 
selves as clearly before the eyes and judgment 
of one committee as before the other. These 
obstacles were chiefly of a business nature. 

The consolidation plan was, therefore, laid 
aside. The committee was continued, however, 
and correspondence between the two inustitu- 
tions will be resumed in the Autumn with refer- 
ence to establishing some sort of relations— 
reciprocity or friendly federation—between the 
two colleges. That is the condition of affairs 
now. 

Chancellor Henry M. MacCracken sald after 
the meeting: “This result coincides with the 
mature views of a majority of the members of 
the pn meee of each university. Each side 
was entirely willing to go into the examination 
of the trusts held by them and all the condi- 
tions under which they existed in order to see 
what might be feasible. The correspondence 
has been D remy re of very friendly expres- 
sions, and has increased the feelings of respect 
and regard between the universities.” 

The council decided to place the School of 
Pedagogy on the same footing as the Law 
School. This means that the university places 
each of the professors on a competent salary, 


80 that not one of them will in the future have 


any personal interest in the fees, but all will be 
free to work for the general interests of the 
university. Prof. Edward R. Shaw, Principal 
ofthe High School of Yonkers, has accepted 
the Professorship of Methodology in the School 
of Pedagogy.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


New-York, Friday, May 27—P. M 

With the exception of a few specialties to- 
Gay’s stock market was generally lower. In 
the first hour London sold stocks, and this gave 
a@ weak tone to the market.

evoland enthusiast, because he considers the

A THRONG AT THE FUNERAL OF YOUNG 
WILLIAM H. VANDERBILT. 


In the granite mausoleum which the tate Will- 
fam H. Vanderbilt built in the old Moravian 
Cemetery at New-Dorp, 8. L., was buried yester- 
day his namesake and favorite grandson, Will- 
fam H. Vanderbilt, eldest-son of Cornelius Van- 
derbilt. The funeral services were held in the 
presence of & great crowd in the morning in St. 
Bartholomew's Protestant Episcopal Churob, 
Madison Avenuoand Forty-fourth Street. There 
was a brief service at the house of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt at 9 A. M, conducted by Rector 
Greer. . 

The church doors were thrown open at 9 
o'clock, and in half an hour all of the pews set 
aside for the general public were filled. After 
that the crowd collected in the ends of the aisles 
and in the vestibule. One-half of the pews were 
reserved for the family, relatives, and friends, 
and the large delegation of classmates of young 
Vanderbilt at Yale University. Eighty-six of 
the students came on two special trains. Ac- 
companying them were President Dwight of 
Yale and Profs. H. P. Wright, O. C. Marsh, E. 8. 
Dana, and G, Greuener.

the Vanderbilt family and Yale students filled 
thea oy the chancel rail. 

At The firstlow notes of the funeral march 
the reotor, the Rev. . David H. Greer, an 
his assistant, the Rev. Mr. Booth, came out of 
a door to theright of the chancel and walked 
in front of the altar and down the middle aisle 
to the door, where they waited forthe funeral 
procession. In a moment the doors were 
oe by the ushers and the procession 
entered. 4 

First came the coffin, completely covered with 
@ floral shroud of white and pink roses, sweet 

as, tuberoses, and white carnation pinks, 

orne on the shoulders of four men and sur- 
rounded and preceded by the honorary pall 
bearers, selected from Mr. Vanderbilt's friends 
at Harvard and Yale.

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DULL DAYS FOR ANGLERS 


BUT THE BIG GAME FISH WILL 
SOON BE RUNNING. 


A LATE SEASON EXPECTED—BLACK BASS 
SEASON OPENS MONDAY—TROUT 
FISHING VERY GOOD—BIG SEIZURE 
OF GAME, 


The last two weeks in May are always annoy- 
ing to local anglers. As they express them- 
selves, it is ‘between times.” That is, it desig- 
nates the period after the first run of striped 
bass and the incoming of blackfish and sea bass, 
and just before the arrival of the big game fish, 
the weakfish and the bluofish. Consequently 
there has been more talk than fishing, and the 
outlook for the Summer season has been thor- 
oughly discussed. 

There is much uncertainty about salt-water 
fishing and the talk counts for little. One year 
@ certain variety will be very abundant aud per- 
haps the next year that species will be very 
scarce. Last year the bluefish and weakfish 
were reasonably abundant. ‘This year the hope 
is that weakfish will come in greater quantities. 
It is the fish that furnishes the most sport te 
New-York City salt-water anglers, because it is 
about the only salt-water game fish that can be 
caught within a comparatively short distance 
of the city, and the fishing grounds can be 
reached without much expense. Every season, 


within ashort distance of Ellis Island, woak- 
tish are caught, while an hour’s trip to Staten 
Island or Jamaica Bay will put the angler right 
ite celebrated beds where the fish are wont to 
gather. 

Straggling weakfish appear by Decoration 
Day, and two weeks later the catches begin to 
be reported. Bluetish, also, run into the Great 
South Bay by that time, and “chumming” for 
them commences. The better fishing, however, 
is three or four weeks later, as a rule. 

There 1s a decided lullin striped-bass angling 
just now. Inthe Hudson few were caught this 
week, and the first run which gave so much 
sport has petered out. It was remarkable in 
that the tish ran well in size. As high as 
thirteen-pound bass were caught, and so many 
fine pounders as to make the averave excellent. 

In acouple of weeks anglers who for years 
have worked for the striped bass expect an- 
other run and the Summer schools to start up 
the river. While usually smaller fish than the 
Spring bass, they are often abundant, and give 
@ great deal of sport. These Summer schools 
are in a biting mood off and on all Summer. 

Surf fishing for bass will also soon be in order, 
and some of the anglers are going out ackt week 
for them. Casting from the shore at Sandy 
Hook will hardly be practicable this season, as 
no one is allowed to visit the Government prop- 
erty without a special pass. Yachts, of course, 
cau cruise along the shore, and probably will 
not be interfered with. A favorite spot for bass 
tishing is at the Sunken Sods off Staten Island. 

Fishing for biacktieh, sea bass, and flounders 
has continued fair in Jamaica Bay. Large 
catches have also been brought in from the old 
wrecks. At City Island the flounders have been 
very plentiful this season. 

Decoration Day means the opening of the 
black bass season. There will be a rush to 
Greenwood Lake, where many fishermen from 
the city try their luck every Summer. Itis not 
likely that the fishing will be very good on the 
opening day. There has been too much cool 
weather this Spring to stir up the bass to a bit- 
ing pitch. They are believed to spawn in the 
Spring, and they will not spawn until the water 
has warmed up a bit, nor will they bite much 
during the spawning season. Last year no A 
were late in taking bait or fly, and the outloo 
this year is for a late season. 

Trout angling bas been very good. Some most 
excellent catches have been reported from the 
Beaver Kill and Willowemac vers, and all 
the smaller streams of Sullivan and Delaware 
Counties and the Catskill region have been 
well supplied with the lively red-spotted fish. 
There is also good trout fishing now in New- 
England, the Adirondacks, and Canada. 

A big haul of illegal game was recently made 
in this city by Game Protector Robert Brown, 
Jr., assisted by the police. Mr. Brown learned 
that a quantity of game was stored inthe cold 
rooms of the New-York Refrigerating Ware- 
house Company. Securing Warrants from Po- 
lice Justice Duffy, Mr. Brown, Roundsman 
Campbell, and Z B. Burnham of Forest and 
Stream started out to serve the warrants at the 
rooms of the concern, 107 Murray Street. 

They found a Mr. Place in charge, and after 
some trouble gained admission to the rovips, 
about which there was a freezing mixture. They 
found the rooms packed with boxes and barrels, 
and after some examination a box was opened, 
which bore the words “ English pheasants.” In 
it were ruffled grouse. Another box contained 
prairie chickens. Upon a case was marked 
“Philadelphia broilers.” This contained 122 
quail. Another box contained 96 quail. They 
were all frozen stiff. Eleven other boxes con- 
tained on an average four dozen quail each. 
Only alittle venison was found. In all 1,074 
birds were seized—717 quail, 173 ruftied grouse, 
140 woodcock, and 44 prairie chickens. 

The proprietors will be proceeded against un- 
der the civil law to recover the amount of pen- 
alties for violation of thelaw. As each offense 
or violation of law is liable to a fine of $25, 
there is a chance to recover $27,000 in this case. 
It is said that the most of the game soid by the 
company was used on the transatlantic steam- 
ers.

COL, SHEPARD’S STAGE LINE. 


ASHLEY WILL BRING SUIT FOR 
DAMAGES AGAINST IT. 


An accident that ocourred last Monday 
will result in a suit for damages acainst 
Col. Shepard’s Fifth Avenue Stage Company. 
Inthe afternoon of that day Mrs. Ashley of 
557 Fifth Avenue rode down town in Stage No. 
60—a vehicle said to be suporiatively old, even 
for this line. 

Opposite the Waldorf, at Thirty-third Street, 
something happened. The side of the stage on 
which Mrs. Ashley sat rosein the air, and Mra. 
Ashley was thrown against the cash box, re- 
ceiving the corner of it in her eye. She was 
told afterward thatthe driver had driven up 
onthe curb. She became insensible, but recov- 
ered consciousness by the time the Victoria 
Hotel was reached. At the Fifth Avenues Hotel 
sho left the stage, went intoa drug store and 
was attonded by Dr. Morehouse.

O*Connell’s Novel Plea.

ORDERS FOR THE PARADE AND PRO- 
GRAMME OF EXERCISES. 


Grand Marshal Samuel Collins yesterday is- 
sued the programme for the parade and services 
of Decoration Day. John J. Symes will act as 
Adjutant General and Chief of Staff, James 
O’ Beirne as Inspector General, Charles M. Bowes 
as Judge Advocate General, Martin Sadler as 
Quartermaster General, and Dr. Samuel H. 
Mcllroy as Surgeon General. Ainong the aides 
are George L. Kilmer, William H. Wharton, and 
Thomas Jerman. 

The regular troops, under command of Lieut. 
Col. William R. King, and consisting of the En- 
gineer battalion and band, Batteries D, L, H, 
and M, First Artillery; Battery H, Second Artil- 
lery, and Company A, Sixth Infantry, will form 


on Fifth Avenue, resting on Fifty-eighth Street. 
The National Guard, consisting of the Bixty- 
ninth, Kighth, Ninth, Twenty-second, Seventh. 
Twelfth, and Seventy-firet Regiments, First and 
Second Batteries, and Troop A, ail under com- 
mand of Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, will form on 
Fifth Avenue, from Fifty-eighth Street to lifty- 
fourth Street. The First Battalion Naval Re- 
serve Artillery, in uniform working suits, leg- 
gins, and watch cane. under command of Lieut. 
Commander J. W. Miller, will form on West 
Fifty-third Street, resting on Fifth Avenue. 

The Grand Army posts will have nine divis- 
ions. The first division will be commanded 
by George M. Barry, the second by Alexander 

ewburger, the third by William C. Keddy, the 
fourth by George F. Nesbett, the fifth by James 
Campion, the sixth by Salvadore La Grassa, the 
seventh by Samuel Alman, the eighth by George 
H. Cooper, and the ninth by James 8. De Palos. 
The divisions will form on the left of the 
National Guard, resting on Fifth Avenue. The 
formation will be single ranks, platoons of 
twelve front, marching at half distance. 

The Old Guard and Guard of Honor, escort to 
the reviewing officer, will form on East Forty- 
sixth Street, and will move at 8:45 o'clock in 
the morning. The column composed of the 
several commands will move at 9 o’elock sharp. 
Carriages for invited guests will form in Kast 
Forty-seventh Street, and those containing 
comrades of the different posts of the Grand 
Army of the Republic who are unable to march 
will fall in line in the rear of the sixth division. 
No carriages or vehicles not authorized will be 
permitted to enter any part of the Grand Army 
column, and all advertising devices will be ex- 
cluded from the column. 

The line of march wiil be down Fifth Avenue 
to the Worth Monument, where the honors ofa 
marching salute will be paid to the reviewing 
officer; thence to Fourteenth Street, to Union 
Square North, to Seventeenth Street, to the 
Plaza, where a marching salute wili be paid to 
the Grand Marshal; thence to Fourteenth Street 
and Fourth Avenue, where the procession will 
be dismissed. 

The posts will then go to various cemeteries 
to decorate the graves of their dead comrades. 

Inu the evening the memorial servives of the 
Grand Army of the Republic will be held in 
Music Hall, under the Presidency of John 
Palmer, Commander in Chief Grand Army of 
the Republic. The exercises will consist of a 
prayer by the Rev. George E. Strobridge, an 
introductory by D. S. Brown, an address by 
John Palmer, an oration by W. Kourke Cock- 
ran, and vocal and instrumental musioa. 

Memorial Day services will be held in the 
evening at the Emanuel Baptist Churchin Suf- 
folk Street, near Grand Street, which will be at- 
tended by Grand Marshal Collins and ataff, the 
Guard of Honor, Naval Post, No. 516, Joe 
Hooker Post, No. 128, Hans Powell Post, No. 
638, the Farragut Naval Veterans’ Association, 
the Veteran Zouaves, the Ladies’ Relicf Corps, 
and the Junior Naval Reserve, 

The service at Gen. Grant’s tomb will be con- 
ducted under the direction of U. 8. Grant Post, 
No. 327. The post will leave South Ferry, 
Brooklyn, at 12:30 P. M. in one of the Union 
Ferry yg me Ao boats, and will be accom- 
panied to the pier at One Hunered and Twenty- 
tifth Street, North River, by about 400 guests, 
including 100 members of the Confederate Vet- 
eran Camp of this city. An extra boat will 
carry the choir of the Lafayette Avenue Presby- 
terian church, thirty-five in number. E. D. 
Morgan Post will act as escort from the pier to 
the tomb, the Confederate Camp performing a 
similar service on the return. 

A detailpf regulars under Col. W. R. King 
will serve as firing party atthe tomb, and dur- 
ing the services minute guns will be fired from 
the Jamestown, under the bluff, and a national

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT.

FIRST SUIT UNDER ITS PROVISIONS 
BROUGHT BY D. APPLETON & CO. 


The first suit under the provisions of the new 
international copyright law has been brought 
in the United States court by D. Appleton & Co. 
against Henry Dexter, as President of the 
American News Company. The .action is 
brought to restrain the defendants from selling 
copies of Thomas Carlyle’s ‘‘ Wotton Reinfred.” 

The Appletons state in their bill of complaint 
that the work was first sold to Archibald Grove 
of London, and thatin August, 1891, they pur- 
chased from him the exclusive right of pub- 
lishing the book in the United States. The 


novel was copyrighted in this country Jan. 14. 
The complainauts allege that the American 
News Company has printed @ cheaper edition 
of ‘Wotton Reinfred” since Jan. 15, and that 
by selling the work at a much less price 
than that asked by them their market has been 
destroyed and pecuniet? loss has resulted. 

Manager Farre)ly of the American News Com- 
pany told a Timrs reporter yesterday afternoon 
thathe hadnot heardof the suit. “ We ob- 
tained the books,” be said, ‘‘ from the Waverly 
Publishing Company, in the regular course of 
our business, to place on the market. We had. 
not learned that the book was copyrighted. 
Some time ago we received a letter from D. Ap- 
pleton & Co, stating that they had exclusive 
rights to the work, and we immediately stopped 
distributing it.” 

Joseph A. Arnold, attorney for the Waverly 
Publishing Company, stated that his clients al- 
leged that there was no copyright upon the 
novel, and that the Ho me of D. Appleton & Co. 
for the law’s protection was ono that was found- 
ed upon no legal right whatever.

THE COLLEGE RECEIVES $100,000 FoR 
ITS BUILDING FUND. 


More than a hundred feminine hearts were set 
fluttering with joy at the closing exercises of 
Barnard College yesterday afternoon by an an- 
nouncement made by the Rey. Arthur Brooks. 
The dream of the college alumnz, students, and 
supporters has been to see the institution 
established in proper college buildings. During 
the three years of its existence it has been 
quartered in a house at 343 Madison Avenue. 

The Rev. Arthur Brooks announoed that some 
gonerous person had contracted to give the col- 
lege $100,000 for a building, contingent upon 
ite obtaining a site near that which Columbia 
College has secured on the Bloomingdale 
Asylum pore. 

ho the generous donor was, the unitod 
efforts of all the young women present and a 
dozen hewspaper men failed to reveal. Most 
of those who should have known deolared they 
did not, and those who admitted they did, de- 
clared that one of the conditions of the offer 
was that the name of the person making it 
should be kept secret until all plans had been 
perfected. 

The contract entered into with the donor of 
the $100,000 gives the college four.years to 
arrange matters, and so its future looks rosy. 
The college endowment fund would hardiy 
stand the strain of purchasing a site.
